Washington, April 9.—The report of 
the senate committee on commerce giv- 
ing increases in the rivers and harbors 
appropriation bill over the amounts 
carried as the bitl passed the house, 
was completed today, and will be pre- 
sented to the senate on Monday. The 
net increase in cash appropriations 
amounts to $6,380,567, contract authori- 
zations $3,627,675, or a total of $19,- 
008,242. 

The items of cash increase include 
the following:

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DENSE AMMONIA FUMES 


CHOKE POLICE STATION 


Policemen sneezed, horses coughed | 


and “night hawks” for blocks around 
the police barracks were nearly choked 
at 2 o’clock yesterday morning by es- 
caping ammonia gas. 

The air was laden with it, a dense 
Vapor penetrated the eyes and nose. 


It even found its’ way into the cells! 


‘ occupied by prisoners, and at one time 
the station sergeant received a whiff 
of it in his secluded office. 

The assistant chief of police and a 
lone newspaper man, tying handker- 
chiefs over their faces, set out to in- 
vestigate the cause of the unusual con- 
dition. 
‘ Feared Ammonia Explosion. 

The central plant of the Atlanta Ice 
and Coal Company is located on Pied- 
mont avenue, a block and a half from 
the barracks. A faint roar could be 
heard and the thought suggested itself 
at once of an explosion of one of the 
ammonia tanks, in which employees 
were probably suffocated by the dense 
fumes before they had time to leave 
the building. 

The assistant chief of police and the 
lone newspaper man at once made in 
the direction of the ice plant. Just 
as they arrived, fiVe men could be seen 
in a second story window in a steam- 
filled room. For the space of a few

seconds they would be seen working 
feverishly and then the entire build- 
ing was plunged in darkness. Some- 
thing must have happened. The roar 
was louder than ever, and it was dif- 
ficult to breath or see even in the fresh 
air. 

Finally one of the men in that sec- 
ond story lighted a lantern, and yell- 
ing to him for several seconds before 
attracting his attention, coughing be- 
tween times, Assistant Chief Jett 
learned that the leak was in an out- 
side pipe and that no one was hurt or 


overcome. 

The air was dense with ammonia va- 
por in the vicinity of the ice plant for 
something like an hour before the 
break was repaired. 


“hess of Gas Insignificant. 


Manager Gentry, of the ice com- 
pany, was seen the following after- 
noon and asked about the break. 

“Hadn’t heard a word about it,” he 
replied, as he reached for a house 
phone and got in communication with 
his superintendent. When the conver- 
sation was over, Mr. Gentry said that 
the loss of gas was insignificant. 

“Ammonia is a funny substance,” 
said Mr. Gentry. “You can take a 
piece of pine containing it in solid 
form into your office and in a few 
minutes the fumeg will drive you out. 
Yet the loss in gas would, be about 
one cent’s worth.”

Alexander P. Moore, of Philadelphia,

already 3,000 passengers 
have signified their intention of mak- 
ing the trip. 

Ten special trains have been en- 
gaged to bring them to New York. It 
is possible, before June is here, there 
will be not less than 6,000 men from 
Philadelphia alone to join the army.

TO ENRICH EMPIRES 


Knoxville, Tenn., April 9.—(Special.) 
Richard H. Edmonds, editor of the 
Manufacturers’ Record, was one of 
the principal speakers tonight at the 
complimentary. banquet tendered news- 
paper men and railroad officials in 
attendance upon the formal exercises 
incident to the launching of the Appa- 
lachian exposition to be held in Knox- 
ville September 12 to Oetober 12, next. 

Touching upon the wealth of the 
Appalachian area, Mr. Edmonds, in the 
course of hig address, said: 

“In this section are latent resources 
awaitin development great enough to 
enrich empires. In this region ig the 
seat of the elements of the power upon 
which world progress depends. At 
present coal ig dominant among these 
elements. The aggregate area of 
known coal measures in the south, in- 
cluding lignites, is 148,466 square 
miles, or nearly 30 per cent of the 
cates 496,776 square miles in the coun- 
ry. 

“It ig difficult to express the magni- 
tude of this stored-up wealth of coal, 
but some light may be thrown upon the 
Situation by the statement that if the 
coal in the state of West Virginia 
might be capitalized at ten cents a 
ton—a trifiingly small figure to repre- 
sent the value of a ton of coal—the 
capitalized wealth of the coal of that 
state would be over $10,000,000,000. 

“Coal and iron added to cotton 
manufacturing have been the cause of 
England’s wealth and power.

KEEP FEET OFF GROUND 
TO PREVENT HOOK WORM 


Dr. Frissell Gives Simple Rem- 
edy for the Dis- 
ease. 


Chicago, April 9.—The old-time negro 
shout, “Keep yo’ feet off de groun’, 
is really an excellent prescription for 
the prevention of hook worm infec- 
tion, according to Dr. Hollis B. Frissell, 
of the Rockefeller sanitary commis- 
sion, who has just completed a tour 
of the southern states. — 

"In advanced cases, where the worm 
has done its worst, there is no remedy, 
said Dr. Frissell today. “In all ordi- 
rary cases, however, the proper 
treatment will cure in a year or two. 
Infection is largely through the foot, 
and if the negroes and poor whites can 
be gotton to wear shoes, the principal 
couse of infection will be removed. In 
some parts of the south, particularly 
where the soil is sandy. fully 70 per 
cent of the poorer classes are in- 
fected.” 

Dr. Frissell said that with the 
plication of present knowledge of 
disease, the hook worm may 8%00n 
come a thing of the past.

Kahn was the man on the spot. He 
secured a lease on the theater, formed 
‘@ company of his friends and

part of the stock. He also arranged 
‘for his election as manager of the 
house &ta large salary, and with almost 
absolute powers over the control of 
this place of amusement. 

The work on the building was push- 
ed rapidly along, and Kahn soon an- 
nounced the house would be ready to 
open about the first of last October, 
with Morris vaudeville. The Orpheum 
was at that time—and still is—sup- 
plied with vaudeville by the United 
Booking office, of which Morris is a 
competitor. Later on, Kahn announced 
he had practically closed with David 
Warfield to open the house, with a 
week stand, vaudeviile to. follow this 
attraction. 

_ Of course, Jake Wells, who con- 
trolled the Orpheum, had no liking for 
a vaudeville war, for war in the the- 
ater business is every bit as bad as 
war of the kind Sherman described.

Wells Comes Into Field. 

Mr. Wells entered Atlanta in 1900 
as a partner of Coley Anderson in the 
control of the Lyceum theater as a 
vaudeville house. Hugh Cardoza was 
sent to Atlanta by Mr. Wélls, remain- 
ing here for about four weeks, then 
returning to Richmond. The venture 
in vaudeville met with fair success. 

Two years later, Mr. Wells, who had 
for some time realized the value of 
Atlanta as a theatrical point, decided 
to enter Atlanta for keeps. 

So in 1902 he sent Cardoza to At- 
lanta again, this time to take charge 
of the Bijou, which had been secured 
by Wells.

Ie ie very doubtful if there are ten 
fans throughout the Southern League 
today who can trace their way back 
through the years from 1901 to date 
and give a history of the league or 
even name the pennant winners for 
those years. 

It is for this purpose that this story 
is written, and as concisely as possible 
all facts of interest will be told in the 
following paragraphs. 

First, especial attention Is called 
to the fact that this organization Is 
not the Southern League, as it fs called 
ali over the circuit by the fans and | 
sporting writers alike. The correct 


title of the league is the Southern As- } 


sociation of Baseball) “lubs. 
The present organization was 
formed in 1901 with an eight-club 


circuit, and R. W. Kent, of Chatta- 
nooga, now deceased, named president. 
The clubs composing the league at 
that time were New Orleans, Nashville, 
Memphis, Shreveport, Selma, Birming- 
ham, Chattanooga and Little Rock. 

Mr. Kent held his reins of office 
during the entire season of 1901 and 
part of the season of 1902, when he 
was succeeded by J. B..Nicklin, also of 
Chattanooge, the father of Sammy 
Strang (Nicklin), the famoug utility 
player of the New York Giants. 


Kavanaugh Takes Charge. 


The present incumbent, Judge W. M. 
Kavanaugh, was elected president of 
the league in the fal! of 1902, internal 


making a change necessary. 


in the spring of 1903, Mr. Nicklin

A. Cl&rk Miller, who was clerk of 
the superior court of Pulaski county, 
Arkansas, over which court Judge 
Kavanaugh presided before assuming 
the duties of baseball mogul, succeed- 
ed Mr. Nicklin as secretary during 
the season of 1903, and held the posi- 
tion acceptably through the season 
of 1909. This year, Mose Wormeser, 
who has been the league’s auditor 
for several years, now hes the combi- 
nation title of secretary-auditor. 

There has been only four changes 
in the club personne] since the season 
of 1901. Selma's franchise was trans- 
ferred to Atlanta in 1902. the purchase | 
price being $500. Montgomery secured 
Chattanooga's franchise in the same 
year, and the Alabama capital was 
elected to membership on December. 
16 of the same year. The purchase 
price is said to have been $750. 
Shrevepett’s franchise, owing to the 
lack of support by the fans of that 
city, was transferred to Mobile in the 
fall of 1907. a stock company of the 
leading business men of the latter 
city being formed and $1,500 cash paid 
for the franchise. To show the way 
the property of the league has risen 
in value, Chattanooga's reentrance into 
the league can be taken for example. 
The Tennessee city will be back in 
the league again this season, baving 
purchased the franchise of the Little 
Rock club and paying for same $12,500. 
The nucleus of the teams in these four 
cities were transferred with the fran- 


chises. 
Rating Changed. 
The league was known as the South- 


at the same time the rating was raised 


in an application to the national com- 
mission. 

At its organization in 1901, it was a 
Class B organization, but it was in 
1904 that it was raised to Class A, 
owing to the brilliant fight made by 
President Kavanaugh before the com- 
mission. : 

The cities comprising the league at 
this time are among the largest cities 
in the south. The attendance at every 
one of them is large enough to pay 
the expenses, and declare at least a 
small dividend at the close of each 
season to the club owners, 

New Orleans and Memphis are the 
best cities intheleague in pointofat- 
tendance, though their Sunday games 
affect their standing materilaliy, Atlan- 
ta drawing better than they do on 
week days. A well-known business 
man of the Georgia capital remarked 
recently: “If Sunday games were 
permitted in Atlanta, I would conserv- 
atively estimate the crowds that would 
attend the games at between 15,000 
and 20,000.” 

This man's opinion is not overesti- 
mated, either, when it is taken into 
consideration that Atlanta has had an 
attendance of 11,000 persons on a 
week day, and an average of, between 
6,000 and 7,000 on Saturdays. 

The fine parks now owned by the 
clubs are the best evidence of the 
financia] solidity of the league. Every 
one of the parks is considered among 
the best pieces of property in their 
respective cities, and some of them 
would bring figures in real estate 
deais that would be stupendous. 

The presidents of the clubs tn the 
circuit are: Charles Frank, of New 
Orleans; R. H. Baugh, Birmingham; 
J. W. Heisman, 
man, Memphis; R. J. Chambers, Mont- 


gomery; H. T. Inge, Mobile: F. ‘

Chattanooga. 


Kavanaugh’s Great Fight. 


President Kavanaugh’'s fight for a 
higher rating for the league was one 
of the most interesting ever waged 
before the Naticnal commission. He 
offered a very sane and sensible rea- 
son why the league should have a 
higher rating. He argued that the 
cities comprising the league were 
drawing as well as the clubs in the 
American Association and the BRastern 
League, and that the class of ball be- 
ing played was of the same high cali- 
ber. He also argued that by giving 
the league a higher rating the big 
league clubs could only draft one man 
where they had been stripping the 
clubs of all their players previously. 

The Southern’s chief executive won 
his fight, much to the apparent joy of 
the club owners, but how did they 
support him later? The big leagues 


up su‘ficient money to the club own- 
ers for any other player they wanted 
and the way the club owners sold 
their players, it looked like they would 
sell the whole team outright had a 
sufficient inducement been offered. 
This not only set aside Judge Kava- 
naugh’s fight to keep the clubs intact 
for the coming season, but it is an 
injustice to the fans who pay their 
hard-earned coin to see their favorite 
player. But the club owners apparently 
treat them with a “well, we are fur- 
nishing the team, you like the game, 
and you will attend, no matter what 
we.fo” kind of a policy, but it is a 
long lane that has no turning.” Take 
for example, the Atlanta team of

Leagues reduced to a Class B rating. 
Second, the privilege of drafting one 


player from each team in_ these 
. Jeag ues. 
Judge Kavanaugh fought’ these 


measures vigorously, and really won 
a victory. The two “bolters,” ag they 
were then called, got their higher rat- 
ing, an AA affair, but only secured 
the privilege of drafting a player in 
the event the big leagues did not, but 
they soon got in a row with the Na- 
ticnal commission and their privileges 
were nol] prossed. 

Players Who Have “Gone Up.” 

That the players comprising the 
Southern Association since its start 
have been good ones, is evidenced by 
the number that have “gone up.” A 
list of all of them is a hard matter 
to compile, but below will be found 
a list of the majority of them:

Ford to the New York Americans:

Little Rock sent up Tris Speaker, 
now with the Red Sox, Catcher Casey 
of the Detroit Tigers; Tommy Leache, 
the little center flelder of the Pirates, 
and Beal Becker, with the Boston 
Doves. 

Mobile sent up Wheat to Brooklyn 
and Lelivelt to Detroit.

Batting Weaker. 


The batting of the league has shown 
a falling-off each year and each suc- 
ceeding year brings less men in the 
select .300 class. Better pitching, the 
foul strike rule, better team work and 
general inside play are some of the 
points that have made it deteriorate. 
As,an example of the telling work of 
the pitchers, the following figures giv- 
ing the leading batter of the league 
each season and the number of .300 
hitters may be of irrterest:

“Doc” Wiseman 
and Gladys Molesworth are the two, 
while “Ginger’’ Winters, who quit the 
game at the end of last season, was 
the third. 

All three of these players have been 
stars during their entire career in the 
league. They are splendid batters, 
good base runners, fine fielders and 
among the most popular men in the 
league. All three of them were con- 
sidered the hardest men in the league 
to pitch to by pitchers. 

To pick an all-star team from last 
year’s players is not a very hard job. 
Here it is: Catchers, Casey, 
Rock, and Smith, of Atlanta; pitchers, 
Fisher and Johns, of Atlanta, Purdue 
and Case, of Nashville, and Schwenck, 
of Memphis; first base, Robertson, of 
Nashville; second base, Jordan, of At- 
lanta; shortstop, Sentelle, of Mobile; 
third base, Walker, of Atlanta; out- 
fielders, Weimer, of New Orleans; Hen- 
line, of Birmingham, and Bay, of Nash- 
ville.

Paris, April §.—Dr. Louis Doyen, 
@iscoverer of an “elixir of life,” which 
he claims will prolong the average of 
human life from fifteen to twenty 
years, announced today that American 
physicians may now receive supplies 
of “mycolisine,” as he named the dis- 


covery, for’ the purpose of making ex- 
periments. . Applications are to be 
made to Dr. Doyen through the Amer- 
fcan embassy in Paris. 

Dr. Doyen claims for “mycolisine” 
that ft is a preventive of disease, as 
well as a cure. It is claimed it will ar- 
Fest almost immediately such mala- 
dies as colds in the head, sore throat 
and grip, and that in connection with 
ecadulation by electricity it will cause 
the disappearance of cancer from the 
body. 

For the present, Dr. Doyen is un- 
willing to publish broadcast the com- 
position of his new “elixir” and the 
process of manufacture. Some of the 
compounds, he says, are very rare and 
are to be found enly in certain parts 
ef the world and in certain seasons. 
None of them are to be found in Amer- 
lea. 

Among tests which Dr. Doyen claims 
have been made of “mycolisine” are 
cures of puerperal fever, affected in 
the the Purbio hospital, Madrid, by 
Dr. Guitierez, physician to the queen, 
and cures of four cases of typhoid 
fever and five cases of scarlet fever 
by Dr. Casel, phyaik to the prince 
of Monaco. In EE -@Gasel’s case, the 
“mycolisine” was used hypoder- 
dermically, and in the typhoid cases 
the fever was checked in from three 
to six days. Dr. Doyen claims he and 
his associates have observed the cura- 
tive effects of “mycolisine” in hundreds 
of cases.

KILLEBREW LOSES 
SUIT FOR DAMAGES 


Engineer Was Suing West- 


ern and Atlantic at 
Dalton, 


Dalton,’ Ga., April 9. 
The case of J. B. Kille

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CENSUS TAKERS STUMPED 
BY THE YELLOW PROBLEM 


This business of taking the thirteenth 
census of the United States, which be- 
gins on April 15, promises to be a job 
of no mean proportions. 

Indications of that fact cropped out 
in « abundance yesterday afternoon 
when L. F. MeClelland, supervisor of 
the census for the fifth congressional 
district, met in the council chamber 
at the city hall with some one hundred 
census takers for the districts of At- 
lanta and Fulton county, and went 
through the first lesson of instruction 
prior to beginning the work of taking 
the census next Friday. 

Running Fire of Questions. 

For nearly two hours the census 
supervisor stood under a running fire 
of questions from the anxious crowd 
of census enumerators, and even then 
there were some who went away with 
lines of care already beginning to 
show upon their countenances, 

“Which side of the street do you be- 
gin on?’ 

“What do you when you find a va- 
cant lot?” 

“How can you mane a man talk when 
he won't? 

“How can you tell when they tell 
you the truth?” 

“What must you do when you strike 
a foreigner who speaks no English?”

Counsel Wanted. 

Mr. Steenerson, who introduced the 
resolution for an inquiry into the 
charges made in the league's propa- 
ganda, in which ,he, Kustermann, of 
Wisconsin, McDermott, of Illinois, and 
other representatives were mentioned, 
asked that time be allowed to permit 
“congress to be represented by coun- 
sel.”* 

“TI don’t understand that this is @ 
matter between congress and the 
league at all,” interjected Attorney 
Worthington for the league. 

“Oh, yes,” retorted Steenerson. 

“TI think that would be a reflection on 
congress,” suggested Representative 
Hardy, of Texas.

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WOMEN TO BE BARRED 
BY THE RAILROADS 


Believed That All Roads Have 
Decided on Male 
Help. 


New York, April 9.—Rumors that the 
railroads of the country will hire no 
more women  stenographers, clerks 
or telegraphers, were discussed 
discussed guardedly today by 
railroad executives here. None 
of them is desirous of a clash with 
the women’s industrial unions, the mil- 
itant suffragettes or other belligerent 
organisations, and all of them realize 
that they draw an immense business 
from women. 

Accordingly, those executives who 
would talk did not wish to_ be 
quoted over their own names, but in 
substance, the qyestion, as they 
analyze it, is about as follows: 

“Railroads nowadays are spending 
$50,000 a year to educate employees 
for responsible positions. These posi- 
tions and the training that fits em- 
ployees for them are stich that no 
women are able to take them. No dis- 


crimination against women exists, but, 


above a certain capacity, the railroads 
find that the hope of the future is in 
the young men. Women will never 
make firemen, engineers, brakemen, 
conductors, switchmen, surveyers and 
a thousand other specialized workers, 
from whom the great railroad men of 
the past and present have finally been 
drafted. 

“We are spending hundreds of thou- 
sands a year to hire men where women 
formerly worked. The sacrifice pars, 
because we may get a million-dollar 
executive from the outlay, and genius 
is what we want.”

Lawrenceville, Ga.,- April 9.—(Spe- 
cial.)——-The. Woman’s Missionary Un- 
ion of the Atlanta presbytery, which 
met in Lawrencevlile Wednesday 
morning, has adjourned after a most 
enthusiastic session.

of course, it dies at all. 

Witness the impending gun _ this 
week in the campaign which will cul- 
minate next autumn in an attack upon 
President Taft and his administretion 
with the regulars turned against the 
republican progressives and demo- 
crats. 

The speech of Senator Albert J. 
Beveridge before the state convention 
in Indianapolis, in which he vindicated 
his action in voting against the Payne- 
Aldrich tariff bill, climaxed rumblings 
which have jarred the political situa- . 
.tion ever since the 
enacted into a law. 

Campaign Will Be Hot. 

There can be no question that the 
coming congressional campaign will 
be the hottest, the most spectacular 
and the most important ever waged. 
It is of much moment as a national 
campaign for president. 

It is not definitely ascertained that 
Colonel Roosevelt will take the stump. 
What he will say is not known, I be- 
lieve, to any man save himself. But 
it is evident, from the invitations he 
has accepted and from the hints he 
has dropped, that he will journey as 
far west as Utah, and as far south as 
Texas, and with him in the campaign, 
it will take a new turn for political 
excitement. 

As the program stands now, the 
leaders in the field will be as follows: 

President Howard Taft, expounder 
of the tariff and defender of Roose- 
velt principles. 

Vice President Sherman, as general 
adviser of vote and petition-at-large. 

Colonel Roosevelt, formerly presi- 
dent of the United States, whose com- 
ing speeches are an unknoWn quan- 
tity and quality. 

Speaker Joseph Cannon, defender of 
everything pertaining to the grand 
old party. 

Senator Nelson W. Aldrich, who ex- 
plains the technicalities of republican 
actions in congress. 

Representative James Tawney, of 
Minnesota, henchman of the regulars 
in the house and assistant political: 
doctor in the northwest. 

Representative Sereno Payne, who | 
assists in explaining the benefits of | 
the tariff. | 

John Dalzell, of Pennsylvania, aide- 
de-camp, defender of protection and 
speaker-at-large. 

Vice President Sherman is to fur- 
nish the sunshine. 

Representative Tawney, of Minne- 
sota, who is a straight-from-the-shoul- 
der talker, will do the blacksmithing. 

Senator Aldrich will make a tour of’ 
“education” through the south and 
west. 

Representative Dalzell will point out 
the benefits of the tariff and unlimber 
his unlimited supply of statistics. 

The great interest is attached tothe 
tour of Colonel Roosevelt and the pos- 
sibility of good or harm he may do to 
his party. 

Root May See Roosevelt. 


When Senator Elihu Root’ goes 

abroad in May to appear before the 
Hague peace tribunal, he may meet 
Colonel Roosevelt. It is more than 
likely that he will, for Senator Root 
is accredited with giving the former 
president a nutshell view of political 
conditions in a letter sent after the 
hunter emerged from Africa. But, at 
the same time, Senator Root’s trip will 
take him away from America and espe- 
cially away from New York, where 
he is supposed by some to be the lead- 
er, at a very exciting time in the cam- 
paign. He may go abroad prepared 
to carry a message from President 
Taft; he may carry a petition for re- 
publican aid, or he may merely expand 
upon the information contained in his 
letter. 
_ Some may wonder where Senator 
Murray Crane enters the*scheme of 
things. He is the silent force among 
‘the regulars. He is the dynamo that 
works continuously and make no noise 
about it. 


Itinerary of Taft. 


President Taft's itinerary, as 
planned, was to take him through some 
of the socalled regiess states, begin- 
ning on April 30, in Buffalo. On May 
2 he will deliver a speech before the 
Americus Club in Pittsburg, not that 
there is any danger in Pennsylvania, 
but the president has a message for 
voters in other states which he would 
rather promulgate. 


On May 4, 5 and 6 the president will 
be in his old home in Cincinnati. 

The program called for a speech in 
Indianapolis on May 2, while President 
Taft would be en route to St. Louis, 
where he is to deliver a repubiican 


speech. From St. Louis the president 
is expected to go to New York. The 
complexion of each speech is already 
known save in the instance of Colo- 
nel Roosevelt. President Taft will, of 
course, defend the republican actions 
in congress so far as legislation is con- 
cerned. His speeches will constitute 
the usual things said in a campaign 
rally.

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With nearly $30,000 worth of tickets 
disposed of, the last week for the sale 
of season tickets to Atlanta’s week of 
‘grand opera in May begins Monday 
morning.

- Ble moment,” said a director of the 
association yesterday.

They must bear in mind 
that orders are being received daily in 
large numbers from other cities, and 
the best plan is to ‘come early and 
avoid the rush,’ for the last week will, 
of course, be the busiest.”

Her 
astonishingly fine dramatic work 
@roused great enthusiasm among the 
opera-goers of the metropolis, and she 
' Fepeated the performance several 
times befczse the company left New 
York. 

Assisted by Bernhardt. 

Miss Farrar says that in studying 
the role of Tosca—a heroine who is 
identically the woman around whom 
Sardou wrote his drama—she had the 
assistance of the great French tragedi- 
enne, Mme. Sarah Bernhardt. Indeed, 
Mme. Bernhardt gave a special per- 
formance of “Tosca” for the benefit of 
the young American singer. 

The part gives a soprano an 
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tunity to display voice powers and 
dramatic ability that is not excelled 
by any other role in modern opera. It 
also offers a chance for the display of 
beautiful gowns, for Tosca, the opera 
singer, is supposed to be a beautifully 
dressed young woman. Miss Farrar is 
said to be strikingly beautiful in the 
character.

His friends warmly declare that the 
famous singer has been the victim of 
a series of annoyances and unkind re- 
marks that would have ruined the dis- 
position of anybody with a less sunny 
temperament. Caruso, they say, is one 
of the best fellows personally that 
anybody would want to meet, and that 
he has made an unusually large num- 
ber of warm friends in this country 
eince he first came over from Italy. 
He 4s generous, good-natured, kindly 
and is liked by everybody who knows 
him. 

It is reportegd that Caruso has just 
signed a contract with the Metropoli- 
tan management for four more seasons 
in this country at a salary that sur- 
passes that ever paid any other grand 
opera singer in any country !n the 
world. This will doubtless be inter- 
esting news to the admirers of the

All at once the musicians 
struck an air that pleased Caruso par- 
tieularly, and he immediately began 
to sing it with as much enthusiasm as 
if he were in an opera house. The 
impromptu audience sat spellbound, 
and when the song was finished, a

Jane Addams Protests. 


“Autobiographical Notes 
Twenty Years at Hull House” is the 
title of Miss Jane Addams’ story of 
her life, which begins in the April 
American Magazine. In the course of 
some of her recollections of her child- 
hood, Miss Addams says: 

“Perhaps I may record here my pro- 
test against the efforts, so often made, 
to shield children and young people 
from all that has to do with death and 
sorrow, to give them a good time at 
all hazards on the assumption that the 
ilis of life will come soon enough.

Young people themacives often resent | 


thie attitude on the part of their eid- 
ers, they feel set aside and belittled, 
as if they were denied the common 
human experiences. They, too, wish to 
climb steep paths and to eat their 
bread with tears, and they imagine 
that the problems of existence which 
so often press upon them would be lese 
insoluble in the light of these great 
happenings. 

“An incident which stands out clear- 
lv in my mind as exciting suggestion 
of the great world of moral enterprise 
and serious undertakings must have 
occurredearlir thanthis, for in 1872, 
when I was not vet 12 vears old, I 
came in my father’s room one morning 
to find him sitting beside the fire 
with a newspaper in his hand, looking 
very solemn; and upon my eager in- 
quiry what had happened, he told me 
that Joseph Mazzini was dead. I had 
never even heard’ of Mazzini's name. 
und after being told about him I was 
inclined to grow argumentative, as- 
serting that my father did not know 
him, that h was not an American, and 
that I could not understand why we 
should be expected to feel badly about 
him. It !s impossible to recall the 
conversation, with the complete break- 
down of my cheap arguments, but in 
the end I obtained that which I have 
ever regarded as a valuable posses- 
sion—a sense of the genuine relation- 
ship which may exist between men 
who share large hopes and like desires, 
even though they differ in nationali- 
ty, language and creed; that those 
things count for absolutely nothing 
between groups of men who are trr- 
tng to abolish slavery in America, or 
throw off Hapsburge oppression in 
Italy. At any rate. I was heartily 
ashamed of my meager notion of 
patriotism, and IT came out of the room 
exhilarated with the consciousness that 
{mpression and international rela- 
tions are actual facts and not mere 
phrases. I was filled with pride that 
1 knew a man who held converse with 
great minds and who really sorrowed 
and rejoiced over happenings across 
the sea.”

Roosevelt in 1910 and 1912. 

From his entrance into the legisla: 
ture at Albany at the beginning of 
1882 to his retirement from the presi- 
dency on March 4, 1909, Mr. Roosevelt 
was a republican, without any dilu- 
tion or qualification. As a delegate 
to the national convention of 1884, he 
favored Edmunds for the’ presidential 
candidacy, and preferred Arthur or 
anybody else who was mentioned in 
the convention to Blaine; but when 
Blaine was nominated he supported 
the ticket. Probably he was not sur- 
prised at Blaine’s defeat at the polls, 
but he regretted the defeat. Mr. Roose- 
velt placed Mr. Taft in the cabinet, 
and thus started him on the road to 
the presidency. He gave him a roving 
commission as universal pacificator-— 
at Cuba, at Panama, at the Philippines. 
He sent.him to Rome to straighten out 
the tangle between the Filipinos and 
the friars, and Mr. Taft succeeded in 
that delicate task where Spain's diplo- 
mats had failed, Roosevelt took a 
larger part in nominating Mr. Taft 
for the presidency in 1908 than Jeffer- 
son did in putting Madison forward in 
1808, and even than Jackson did in 
1836 in sending Van Buren to the 
white house. And we will say here 
with all the emphasis which we can 
command, that Roosevelt has always 
insisted that he has been true to his 
friends. 

Every republican elected to the pres- 
idency has been renominated except 
Hayes (who, at the time of his election, 
said he wanted only one term, and 
Roosevelt, who refused. a second elec- 
tive term). If Taft continues, ag he 
has done thus far, to deserve a re- 
nomination, he will get it. If Roose- 
velt talks in the campaign of 1910 he

and not for the insurgents, and Rooge- 
velt will support Taft for a second 
term in 1912.

In answer to questions, Mrs. Maud 
Barker Cobb, the state librarian, who 
hag recently made a visit to the city 
of Mexico, and other parts of that 


remarkablé country, talked most inter- 
estingly of her observations. Through 
the courtesy of this accomplished and 
intelligently observant lady, I am at 
liberty to present a very entertaining 
and instructive interview. 
Picturesque Mexico. 

“What was your first impression of 
the country?”. , 

“Primarily, and at 
Mexico picturesque. 
a group of peons in  bright-colored 
serapes and big straw sombreros. The 
serape is worn for warmth, and is at 
th: same time distinctly ornamental; 
it is close kin to the Indian blanket. 
There is a slit in the middle for the 
head and the garment hangs long in 
th- back and front, and short over the 
shoulders. Some of them are very 
beautiful. 

“It would seem that a man must 
make rather slow progress at work 
with a serape flapping about him, but 
that dees not matter in Mexico, for 
everything moves slowly, except in the 
City of Mexico, which is progressive 
and up-to-date. It has an excellent 
electric car and electric light service, 
asphalt-paved streets, a good water 
supply from the beautiful, clear 
springs of Chapultepec, which supplied 
the city, when it was called Tenocti- 
tellan, more than 500 years ago, by 
means of gravity. through a stone 
aqueduct erected by the Aztecs. Theer 
are, also, a number of other springs, 
as well as artesian wells, which sup- 
plement the water supply of the city. 
Extensive improvements are being 
made in the sewerage system, which 
it is claimed will.place the city in 
the foremost rank tr this respect.” 

Mexice Can Give Us Points. 

“Can the United States learn any- 
thing from Mexico?’ I asked. 

"T think so,” replied Mrs. Cobb. “For 
all we consider ourselves so superior, 
Mexico can give us points. For in- 
stance, federal prisoners in Mexico 
are enabled to contribute to the sup- 
port of their families while serving 
their sentences. Each prisoner is as- 
signed to the factory. or workshop, of 
the penitentiary, to which he is best 
adapted, and the wage of his labor is 
ent to his dependent family. The ig- 


all times, is 
Especially so is 
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norant prisoners are given an ele- 
mentary education. They are a re- 
markably cheerful looking as well as 
busy, lot of prisoners, each wearing 
upon his head an elfish-looking skull 
cap bearing his number fn place of 
the usual stripes. Both requirements 
and arrangements are excellent. Each 
prisoner is required to walk and ex- 
ercise daily for a specified time in 
the air and sun. For these sun baths 
there are a series of roofless enclos- 
ures which radiate, fan-like, from a 
common central tower from which a 
guard easily casts a watchful eye over 
all. of 

“The penitentiary is scrupulously 
clean, and impresses one as being al- 
most perfect in design and manage- 
ment. Capital punishment Is not prac- 
ticed. The maximum sentence is 
twenty years of solitary confinement. 

A Charming Custom. 

“The custom of building about a 
patio filled with flowers and plants is 
a charming one,” continued Mrs. Cobb. 
‘In walking along the streets one 
catches delicious glimpses of these 
greeneries, which often show in the 
center a sparkling fountain, and are 
always open to the sky. The hotel 
at which I stopped has more than a 
patio—a beautiful interior gar- 
den, containing several) large 
shade trees, beds of bright flowers, 
and rustic benches scattered about cn 
the evergreen lawn. like most ho- 
tele there, its massive doors are closed 
ard locked about 10 o'clock, or a lit- 
tle later, and the weary tourist who 
has extended his sight-seeing, or frol- 
icking, beyond this hour finds it nee- 
essary to knock vigorously for admit- 
tance.” 

Impressions of the People. 

“What of the Mexicans?” 

“The Mexicans are a polite and gra- 
cious people, and one quickly learns 
that they are a patriotic people. Al- 
though Spanish is the language of 
the country, and the very atmosphere, 
of the capital at least, is Spanish, it 
does not take one long to discover 
that the Spanish nation is cordially 
hated. Citizens will tell you with pride 
that they are Mexican, not Spanish. In 
many parts of the republic one sees the 
pure Aztec population, without a strain 
of Spanish blood. I understand that 
there are sections of the interior where 
the mative inhabitants- are unaware 
that there has ever been a Spanish in- 


vasion. Certain it is that many differ- 

ent languages, or patois, are spoken 

wholly unintelligible to one another. 
Most Ancient Ctvilisatien. 

“The civilization,” says Mrs. Cobb, 
“is, unquestionably, one of the most 
ancient of which we have knowledge. 
In support of this, an archaeologist 
whom I met in the city, and who talk- 
ed interestingly along this line, claims 
that Chinamen of a certain tribe, who 
have occasionally landed on the Mex- 
ican coast, speak a language that is 
intelligible to a particular tribe of 
Indians of that section. In his judg- 
ment, the lost Atlantis formed an im- 
portant link in the chain, now frag- 
mentary. I spent a wonderful day 
viewing the pyramids of the sun and 
moon, and the mines brought to light 
by excavations, at a place situated an 
hour's ride from the city down the 
Mexican railway. The pyramids are 
Egyptian-like in appearance; they, and 
remnants of temples and dwellings, 
show @ wonderful skill in masonry 
which ig sald to exist in three layers— 
Toltec, Chicamic, Aztec. Excavations 
here are young, and progtess slowly, 
though steadily, with promise of rich 
finds. A large cave here, whose walis 
are all of'lava, held additional interest 
through having been the scene of a 
recent banquet to Mr. Elihu Root, then 
secretary of state, with President Diaz 
as host. A brasero, or Mexican stove 
was constructed in a corner of the 
cave, on which the banquet was pre- 
pared. The table on which it was 
served was placed in an opposite cor- 
ner. President Diaz is one of the most 
wonderful men of the age: He is 
‘Mexico.’ " 


A Miracle in Mummies. 

Asked to name the most marvelous 
sight of her interesting trip. Mrs. Cobb 
gave a fine description of the most 
remarkable collection of mummies in 
the world. 

“This most wonderful sight is in the 
panteon, or cemetery, in the quaint 
mining town of Guanajuato. This town 
is the queerest, quaintest and most 
picturesque place imaginable. It is 
built helter skelter, on three sides of 
steep mountains. I would look for 
nothing more foreign on the other 
side of either ocean. Some one face- 
tlously remarked that it looked more 
like Jerusalem than Jerusalem itseif. 
I am not qualified to vouch for the 
truth of this statement, however. 

“In an underground corfidor in the 
graveyard of this town, reached by a 
spiral stairway, stand long rows of 
grinning mummies, silently testifying 
to the marvelous properties of air and 
climate. Scientists from all over tk 
world have visited this corr’ tor tip 
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purpose of studying this strange condl- 
tion and determining, if possible, the 
cause of It. 

‘The mummies of Egypt start out to 
be mummies; here, they are mummies 
by accident, so to speak. A high, 
thick cement wall is bullt and subdi- 
vided tnto ‘pigeon holes,” of just suf- 
ficient size to hold the bodies of the 
dead which are placed in.them, and 
immediately sealed. When these curt- 
ous tombs are opened the bodies are 
found to be perfectly preserved. Even 
the clothing proves to be in an unac- 
countable state of preservation. 

View From the Train Windows. 

“From the train windows,” says Mrs. 
Cobb, “one sees orchard after orchard 
of the maguey, or century plant, 
stretching out in long, straight lines, 
the large plants standing higher than 
atal] man. Maguey culture appears te 
be the favorite agricultural pursuit 
which does not seem strange when one 
Yarns how profitable is every atom of 
the plant, fiber, root and sap. A very 
handsome hedge, seen about haciendas, 
is formed of alternating century plants 
and cacti of gigantic size, which, 
topping a low rock wall, is effective 
in more than one way.” 

She concluded the informal] and In- 
teresting interview by saying: 

“They say that there are $700,000,000 
of American money invested in the 
republic of Mexico—a pretty strong 
hold on our neighbor, don’t you think?”

Increasing the Rice Crop.

be ee ’ Show much the prosperity of the coun- 


try depends upon rice, and it is doing 
wonders in increasing the crop. It has 
@n agricultural department whose ef- 
forts in thig regard correspond with 
thoee of «vr departmeni at home. Iftis 
‘studying seed selection, increasing the 
irrigated territories and making fore- 
casts showing the possible yield. It 
has its agents in every part of the 
country, 2nd their reports upon rice 
are mora accurately made than our re- 
ports upon cotton. Durirg the past five 
years, in which a total of 13,000,000 
tons was reised fcr expcrt, the govern- 
ment forecasts were only 3,000 tons out 
of the way. The estimates came large- 
ly from ithe local officiats. Burma is a 
land of villages. Most of the people live 
in little settlements of thatched huts 
raised upon poles; and they go outside 
to work. Every village has its head 
man, who reports to the government 
the number of‘ acres his people will 
Plant. His figures are sent to the coun- 
ty officials, and they send their esti- 
mate for their district on to officials 
of the province, the last calculations 
being made at Rangoon. 

1 do not know what Uncle Sam is 
doing in this line in the Philippines, 
but I venture he could learn much 
from the British in Burma. 

‘Burma’s Big Rice Mills. 

But come with me and go, through 
this rice mill at Poozoondoung. The 
grain is harvested as paddy. In the 
field it looks not unlike wheat or oats, 
but every kernel has a husk on it and 
this sticks to it as though it were 
glued. When the grain ready for 
shipment to the mills it looks much 
like our wheat grains unthrashed, save 
that the rice husks have neither heads 
nor beards, and they stick tight to the 
kernels. it takes quite as much work 
to get them off as to grind the thrash- 
ed wheat into flour. This is the work 
of these rice mills.

“much ground as any of our large flour- 


grinding establishments: It has build- 
ings of five stcries, with single rooms 
as big as a good-sized garden patch. I 
entered one On the ground fioor which 
was packed to th@ tetling with rice 
paddy in bags: It held more than 
2,000,000 pounds, and other rooms of 
equal size adjoining it were filled with 
the cleaned rice awaiting shipment. 
Unloading the Paddy. 

Rice paddy is brought here from all 
over Burma. It is floated down the 
streams to the Irrawaddy river and 
towed to Rangoon by steamers in flat- 
boats and barges. The unloading is 
done by East Indian coolies, many of 
whom are quite pretty young girls. 
They are black, lusty and buxom, bare 
armed and bare necked, and often with 
legs bare to the knees, Not a few of 
them wear gold buttons in their noses 
and rings in their ears. They have 
a@rmiets and anklets, and I saw three 
with rings on their toes. 

These girls carry the rice from the 
boats to the mills in baskets of fif:y 
pounds each. They lift the grain to 
their heads or shoulders, and carry it 
up and down the banks of the river 
over a plark roadway. Their hours are 
from daylight to dark, and their aver- 
@ge pay is iess thin two cents an hour. 
I am told they are quite as strong as 
the men, end that they do better work, 
although their wages are lower. 

And still they save money at 2 cents 
an hour and most of them make gsav- 
ings banks of their persons. Nearly 
every one I saw had more or less 
jewelry upon her. I remember a girl 
of 18 with silver bracelets covering 
her arm from wrist to elbow, ani 
heavy anklets of silver on each of her 
legs. The lobes and rims of her ears 
were pierced with gold rivets, and the 
gold ring in her nose was as big 
@round as a saucer and thick as a knit- 
ting needle. This ring hung doyn 
@round her mouth, and when she Ate 
lunch she stuffed in the rice acghes 
the ring. She was a Kling from south- 
ern India, and her husband, a straight 
black man ina white cotton waist 
cloth, worked with her.

In another room I saw the men han- 
Gling the finished product. The white 
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rice is bagged up in sacks of 
pounds. These are carried by East In. 
dian coolies into the warehoust®s an: 
are piled up in stacks. Each lifts one 
“of these bags to his shoulders and run 
up an inclined roadway. It looks eas:

This same college crowd tried to pick | 
out the broken rice grains in competi- , 
tion with the Hindoo girls, tifinking | 
they could work quite as fast, but had | 
to give up in despair.. The rice bs of | 
various grades, according to the broken | 
grains in it, and every shipment ound 
to be tested by counting the number 
of whole grains in a fixed quantity.> It 
takes keen eyes to distinguish the in- 
perfect kernels, and the Harvard bcys 
failed in the test. 


Polished Like Silver Spoons. i 


It seems strange to think of polish- r 


ing rice like your best silver spoons. 
But that is what I saw them doing as 
I went through this mill. The machin- 
ery is the finest known to the trade. | 
The paddy or rice in the husks is frst | 
winnowed and then carried to the top 
story, where it is passed through 
stones sq carefully set that they pare 
off the husk without breaking the rice. 
The stones are of a composition 
harder than iron, and they have to be 
roughened every week by skilled Hin- 
doos who understand how to fix them. 
After this process the fice is again 
winnowed. It goes through countiess 
fans and shaking sieves, being again 
carried to the top of the mill and de- 
scending by gravity from floor to 
floor, shaken, grated and cleaned at 
every turn. After the husk /s off, the 
kernels are polished. This ig done 
with chamois skin, the grains being 
thrown back and forth against a roller 
covered with this material. The 
chamois cylinder goes around at the 
rate of 600 revolutions a minute, and 
when the rice flows out from it it is 
as clean and white ag the first tooth 
of your baby. 

It now falls through a chute intd 
bags and is sewn up by Indian girls, 
when it is ready for shipment abroad. 
Much of the export is to Engiand, 
France, Germany and Holland, but a 
great deal goes to India, China and 
other parts of the Far East. The 
Burmese rice is much better than that 
of Hindustan, and it brings such high 
prices that the natives ship their own 
product abroad and eat the cheaper 
imported rice which is sold in the mar- 
Kets. 


The Hindoo Invasion. 


Speaking of the eoolles in this mill 
brings me to the Hindoo invasion of 
Burma. The East Indian coolies are 
being brought here by the shipload. 
They are carried across the Bay of 
Bengal, a distance of 1,000 miles or 
more, for less than a dollar, and by 
the mail steamers they can come here 
from Calcutta for about 64 cents. In 
other words the passage costs them 
about one-twelfth cent a mile, at which 
rate one could go from New York to 
Washington for less< than a quarter 
and from the Atlantic to the Missis- 
sippl for about a dollar. 

The Burman does not like to work. 
He despises money; and when he gets 
a little ahead he acquires merit by giv- 
ing it out in charity, establishing a 
drinking fountain or putting a plate 
of gold on some Buddhist shrine.: The 
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can earn as much as. $5 a 
month here, and the land seems an.El 
Dorado to them. As it is now, more 
than half of the population of Rangoon 
is Nast Indian, and there are thousands 
of Hindoos in every large town. 

East Indian Money Sharks.: 

The invasion ig not confined to the 
laboring classes. There are many In- 
dian merchants and Chitties, or In- 
dian bankers. The latter do about all 
the loaning to the individual farmers. 
They lend at from 25 to 40 per cent a 
year to the Burmese, taking mortgages 
on their crops. The laws here are 
Such that the Hindoos cannot own 
land; but the crops can be mortgaged, 
and the Chitty puts his agent on the 
farms to see that he gets his loan out 
of the sales. 

These Chitties are the queerest bank- 
ers imaginable. Our ideal of that pro- 
fession is a fat, sleek, well dressed 
manu who looKs prosperous and has the 
finest house in the town. The ordinary 
dress of the Hindoo banker would not 
cost an American dollar, and he lives 
in a hovel. His black skin ts bare, 
with the exception of a rag of thin 
cotton around the loins, and a calico 
jacket which ends at the waist. His 
Shaved black head is often free of 
turban or cap, although he may have 
ashes smeared over parts of it to show 
his caste or religion. The Chitties 
ccme from near Madras. Their only 
idea is to make money breed, and they 
Save every cent. Some of them are 
quite wealthy, all are said to be hon- 
est, and their word is accepted by the 
barks for large sums. Some start in 
Rangoon as clerks at $12 a month. 
They will live on one-third that 
amount and loan the rest out at in- 
terest. When they have accumulated 
10,000 rupees or so they go back home 
and live economically on the interest 
of their holdings thereafter. — 

Outside the Hindoos the most of the 
banking is done by the British, who 
have four large banks in Rangoon. 
These are the Hongkong and Shanghai 
Bank, the Chartered Bank of India, 
Australia and China, the National Bank 
of India and the Bank of the Nether- 
lands. All these do a genera! banking 
ang exchange business, their interest 
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will cure you.

Burma’s Foreign Trade. 


The trade here is almost altogether 
in the hands of Great Britain. The 
officials protect the British merchants 
and favor them where possible, al- 
though the Germans, Japanese, Bel- 
gians and French try to compete. 

As to our trade, it is small, usually 
amounting to less than a million dol- 
lars a year, and consisting mostly of 
machines, canned goods and. Kerosene 
oil. Within the past year or so we 
have established a consulate at Ran- 
goon, and the man in charge, Mr. E.! 
A. Wakefield, {s doing much to. push 
American trade. He thinks we ‘should 
have a direct steamship line from here 
to New York and also better banking 
connections, as well as a wholesale 
depot which should keep our. leading 
exports in stock. The total imports of 
the country now amount to something 
like $36,000,000 per annum, of which 
Great Britain supplies more than 55 
per cent. : ,

Our American Missionaries. 


America should have a good trade in 
Burma. Our missionaries have done 
more for the people in the way of 
education and civilization than have 
those of any other country. About the 
first Christian work done was that of 
the American Baptists, whe sent the 
Rev. Adoniram Judson here itn 1813. 
Judson made the first Burmese diction- 
ary and grammar and he translated 
the Bible into the vernacular. He re- 
mained here when all other foreigners 
fied at the time of the first troubles 
with Engiend, and later, during the 
British-Burmese war, was thrown into 
prison and almost starved. The story 
of his sufferings is one of the most af- 
fecting in missionary history. He kept 


lower Burma, dying in 1850 while on a 
sea voyage Rome for his health. 

Since then the Baptist mission here 
has steadily increased. That branch 
of American Protestantism seems to 
have chosen Burma as its special fleld. 
and it is now spending almost a quar- 
ter of a million dollars per annum 
upon it.

Basing his estimates upon reliable statistics, Mr. Spencer gives 
the total roster of killed and injured last Independence Day as 5,307. 

This number is, of ddurse, vastlywgreater than our total loss 
during the Spanish-American war, if the roll of victims from disease 
be excepted. . * 

The saddest feature is that the death list is mainly recruited 
from young children, who either me’ death-in the mistaken pursuit 
of excitement or who sustained maiming aad disfigurement, often 
for life. 

Mr. Spencer submits the substance of an ordinance in force in 
other cities to several Atlanta counciliien and aldermen, and urges 
that this city do its part toward redeeming a nation-wide disgrace. 
His suggestion is eminently worth careful consideration. 


AFTER THE WORLD-WHIRL---SENTIMENT. 


With the echoes of two world controversies sounding in his 
ears, Theodore Roosevelt the other day turned from the riot of 
popular adulation and, with his bride of twenty-four years ago at 
his side, rode along the picturesque slopes of the Ligurian Alps, 
where first they had celebrated their honeymoon.

Ralph Rosenbaum, of the Atlante 
Woodenware Company, is prominent 
among the Atlantans who are making 
a fight to have stop-overs granted on 
one-way tickets through Atlanta. He 


has made a thorougig’study of the sub- 
ject, has followed the actions of the 
various roads in regard to the matter, 
and is at present working hard in the 
interest of the stop-overs. 

“As it is a matter which would af- 
fect our business materially,” said Mr. 
Rosenbaum, “I have gone thoroughly 
into it, not only as a member of the 
Merchants and Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion, but as an individual and a citi- 
zen of Atlanta. And I can, without 
bias, say that I see no earthly reason 
why Atlanta shouldn't have the stop- 
overs, why the roads should object te 


granting them and why Atlanta isn't 


going to get them. 

“The argument that few other south- 
ern cities have the privileges is no ar- 
gument at all, as I see it. That is 
neither here nor there. The fact re- 
mains ‘that some southern cities do 
have them, that Atlanta has as good 
claims on the roads as any of these 
cities, and that she hasn't them. That 
Macon, Jacksonville, Columbus and 
Marietta haven't stop-overs is no con- 
cern of ours. We are interested only 
in the fact that New Orleans, Rich- 
mond, Washington, Baltimore and 


others have them and we haven't. 
We're not looking after the interest 
of any other town save Atlanta, but 
we are deeply. in earnest about the 
matter so far as it affects us) and I be- 
lieve that Atlanta business men will 
not give over the fight until they have 
succeeded in getting that for which ~ 
they are seeking. 

“As to the few dollars the roads 
seem to fear they will lose by granting 
stop-overs, there is little or 
nothing to say. The loss would 
be so insignificant, if any should 
ever occur, that it is not worth con- 
sidering. Not only that, but the roads 
apparently lose sight of the fact. that 
buyers going north would buy no in- 
eonsiderable portion of their goods in 
Atlanta if allowed to stop here, and 
an increase in freight traffic out of 
the city would result. Would this. be 
of any assistance to the roads? The 
answer is apparent, of course. 

“On the whole, the matter is one that 
is not only attracting more widespread 
attention daily, but one in which At- 
lantans are daily becoming more deep- . 
ly interested. The roads have much to 
gain and nothing to lose by accedl 
to the requests of Aflanta in the mate 
ter, and I look for them to come to* 
terms before many months have rolled 
around. They need, I believe, only to 
realize how nearly a unit Atlanta is 
in demanding the privileges.” 
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OLD WORLD COURT GOSSIP

Prince Luigi, duke of the Abruzal. 
who now makes his headquarters at 
Venice, where he is in command of 
the naval arsenal, has been one of the 
most constant attendants at the sensa- 
tional trial of the Countess Tarnow- 
ska, for the murder of Count Koma- 
rowski, which she is charged with 
having instigated and arranged. The 
duke’s presence at the trial has been 
one of the features of the cause cele- 
bre, and has attracted almost “as mucn 
attention as the fascinating prisoner 
herself, giving rise to al] sorts of com- 
ment and speculation. 

It ‘ig the first occasion that I can 
recall of royalty putting in an appear- 
ance at a murder trial, or, in-fact, in 
any other criminal case, in the capac- 
ity of a spectator, though, of. course, 
there is no reason why princes and 
princesses of the blood should be ex- 
cluded from such affairs. If I call at- 
tention to the fact, it is, first, Decause 
the duke’s action is without precedent, 
and, secondly, because of the talk to 
which it has given rise. 


Quarrel of the Admirals. 

When Admiral Lord Fisher resigned 
the office of first sea lord of the Ad- 
miralty of Whitehall, and when his 
bitter adversary, Lord Charles Beres- 
ford, was relieved of the command of 
the home fleet, and placed on the re- 
tireq list, it was expected that peace 
woulda be restored in the highest ranks 
of the navy, and that there would be 
a cessation of those feuds which in 
recent years have contributed so much 
to impair the discipline and prestige of 
England’s senior service. These hopes, 
it would seem, are not to be realized. 
For quarrels have broken out between 
Lord Charles’ successor, Admiral Sir 
William May, and Admiral of the 
Fleet Sir Arthur Fanshawe, who has 
taken the place of Lord Fisher, as first 
lord of the admiralty. So bitter is the 
bad feeling between them that Sir Wil- 
liam, who only a few months ago re- 
linquished. the position of second sea 
lord at the admiralty, in order to take 
over the command of the: home fleet, 
has expressegé his desire to resign it 
without delay, and Admiral Prince 
Louis of Battenberg, is already slated 
as his successor. 

The fact of the matter is that Sir 
Willigm May, while at the admiralty, 
was/the associate on the board, and 
chief lieutenant of Lord Fisher, that 
is to say, one of the adversaries of 
Lord Charles Beresford, and that Ad- 
miral of the Fleet Sir Arthur Fan- 
shawe is reversing, tO a great extent, 
the Fisher policy. He has not express- 
ed in so many words his @lsapproval 
of the latter, but shows it in a much 
more eloquent manner by his attitude 
and by his acts. 

While Sir Arthur Fanshawe is an 
ideal man for the place which he now 
holds, and enjoys popular confidence to 
a greater degree than any other com- 
manding officer of the navy, it is to 
be- regretted that Sir William May 
should have felt himself compelled to 
resign the command of the home fleet 
at this juncture. For it not only 
shows lack of good fellowship, 
camaderie, and esprit de corps, but 
also constitutes an expression of re- 
luetance among the principal flag of- 
ficers of the navy, to accept and obey

Incurred Impertal Disgrace. 

Having thus incurred imperial dis- 
grace, and being moreover estranged 
from his parents, George  Radziwil 
found it preferable to leave Germany, 


and to take up his residence on the an- ~ 


cestral estates of the family in’ Russia, 
becoming a Russian citizen. Subse- 
quently Emperor William, with the ob- 
ject of pleasing Prince Anthony Radzi- 
will, restored George’s name to the 
German army, placing him, however, on 
the retired list. The change from the 
gay and fast life at Berlin and Pots- 
dam to the solitude of the vast Radszi- 
will estates in Poland, in course of 
time, affected the mind of the prince, 
and he ended by becoming so complete- . 
ly insane as to render his incarceration 
necessary. Princess George divides 
her time between her palace at War- 
gaw and her palace at Rome, on the 
Via Boncompagni, and has been but 
little at Nieswiez, the great ancestral 
estate, or rather palace, in the province 
of Minsk, in Russian Poland, since it 
was attacked by insurgent peasantry, 
led by anarchists, three years ago, and 
pillaged of most of its priceless treas-: 
ures, and partially destroyed hy fire, 

Prince Anthony Albert, who is now 
25, and who on the death of his affiict- 
ed father will be very rich, has a 
cousin of the name of Prince Aibert 
Radziwill, who was married in New 
York by the late Archbishop Corrigan 
to Miss Prudentic Milmo, sister of Mra. 
Eugene Kelly of New York, and will. 
when his father dies, become sixteenth 
duke of Nieswiez, the dukedom havin 
been conferred by Emperor Charies 
of Germany. 

The Radztwills have furnished seyv- 
eral queens to Poland,, and can show 
a number of matrimonial alliances 
with the Hohenzollerns. Thus Prince 
John Radziwill married Princess Eliza. 
beth of Hohenzollern, daughter of the - 
elector of Brandenburg, in 1613. Prince 
Louis of Hohenzollern, son of another 
elector of Brandenburg, wedded Prin- 
cess Charlotte Radziwill in 1681: while 
in 1796 Prince Anthony Radziwill, the 
great-great-grandfather of’ the suitor 
of Miss Deacon, married Princess 
Frederica of Prussia, daughter of 
Frederick the Great's younger brother, 
Prince Augustus.

PRICE OF COTTON 


New York, April 9.-—(Special.)—-The 
farmers are not getting all the benefit 
of the high prices of-.cotton. C. H. 
Thompson, of Tuscaloosa, Ala., a cot- 
ton planter in a recent letter to a 
New York paper says: 

“Do you know that a small crop is 
caused by unfavorable weather, and 
costs 40 per cent more for labor, in 
endeavoring by repeated ploughing to 
save as much as possible? Some years 
ago, when cotton was sold at 7 to 8 
cents, mules cost $70 per head. Now 
they are $200. Corn sold at 50 cents 
then; the price is now 80 cents per 
bushel. Meat has doubled—in fact, 
everything appertaining to raising a 
So in all southern 
tates outside of Georgia, North and 
South Carolina, the planter has, even 
with 15-cent cotton, made no money. 
Extra labor and short crops have offset 
high prices. 

“As to the gamblers; the parties who 
speculated in cotton were students of 
the 
world realized the situation. Had they 
been wrong they would have lost; as 
it is, the combined speculators’ profits 
may amount to 30 million dollars, 
while they have advanced the value 
of cotton 350 million, which in the

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CHILDREN MAKE APPEALS 
FOR CITY PLAYGROUNDS 


The appeals that are being made by 
the little children for playgrounds in 
Atlanta are very touching, but they 
cannot be granted by the park com- 
mission because there has not been 
enough money appropriated to give all 
the playgrounds needed. In fact, one 
of the playgrounds used last year has 
been discontinued because of a lack 
of funds. 

Most of the appeals come from chil- 
dren who live in congested districts, or 
who are too far fromthe public parks 
to visit them often. Many of the chil- 
dren live in the factory districts affa 
their only pleasure in life is derived 
from the afternoons spent in the play- 
grounds provided by the city. 

The appeals have been sent in notes 
and letters to George F. Eubanks, pres- 
ident of the park commission, and 
Park Manager Dan Carey. 

A general appeal received by 
Carey is as follows: 

Where a Playground Is Needed. 


“Mr. Dan Carey, General Manager 
Parks—Dear Sir: We want tocail your 
attention to the importance of pro- 
viding for people in our vicinity a pub- 
lic playground. The experiment was 
made last year by our. settlement 
workers and our company furnished 
@ great many of the utensils, such as 
springboards, etc. The reéec- 
ords from last summer show that -our 
playground was the best attended of 
any in the city, excepting the one at 
Fair street school. 

“Of course the expense was met by 
our charity workers with a view to 
establishing the necessity for such 
an institution, hoping that in the end 
the public playground committee, 
which, we understand, has been dele- 
gated to the general manager of parks, 
would realize the necessity of such 
playground and give us one of them. 

“The writer has had a talk with Mr. 
Kriegshaber, who told us that 
have about made up your minds about 
the location of seven of them, and our 
position is that if, as above stated, we 
can show a larger number attending 
than some of the others, showing that 
the others do not appreciate it, then 
the benefit naturally is to the greatest 
number, and that is where the play- 
ground ought to go until the city has 
sufficient funds to put them around 
promiscuously.

Meets the Uganda Cob and Knows Much 
More About the Duikers Than He Did a 


Year Ago.

While reading an account of the 
trophies secured by Colonel Roose- 
velt on the Guas Ngish plateau I was 
mystified by seeing the name of an 
animal I had never heard tell of— 
a singing topi For a time I puzzled 
over this strange creature, and finally 
evolved a satisfactory explanation of 
how the animal made its appearance 
in the dispatches. Briefly, “there 
haint no sich animal,” as the old 
farmer said when he saw his first 
dromedary in a circus; it was merely 
a mistake due to the telegraphic ab- 
breviations which foreign correspond- 
ents employ to save ble tolls. 

What the oA ate meant to 
say was that the colonel had secured 
a sing-sing waterbuck and a topi. The 
word “waterbuck” was omitted be- 
cause he assumed that everybody at 
home would know that a “sing-sing”’ 
was a species of waterbuck, wherein 
he was mistaken, for comparatively 
few people in America know what a 
sing-sing is, or, for that matter, what 
a topi is, or what a Uganda cob is. 
When his dispatch had been trans- 
mitted through several operators on 
its way to the states the word “sing- 
sing” became “singing” and was sup- 
posed to be an adjective describing 
the topi. Hence the “singing topi.” 

The American paragraphers also had 
fun with the word “topi,” for they 
thought a topi was a sun hat much 
worn in hot countries. From this 
course of reasoning it was probably 
assumed that Colonel Roosevelt had 
shot some ktnd of a singing sun hat, 
which was certainly enough to cause 
eomment. 

Waterbuck About Size of Steer. 

There are two kinds of waterbuck 
that the East African hunter will find 
in the course of his travels, the com- 
mon waterbuck which we saw in 
such numbers on the Tana river, and 
the Defassa, or “sing-sing’’ water- 
buck, which is found in the higher 
altitudes up toward the Mau escarp- 
ment and Mount Elgon. Both of these 
varieties of waterbuck are beautiful 
animals, wimost as large as a steer 
and with great sweeping horns that 
often exceed twenty-five inches in 
length. In some instances the horns 
have been nearly three feet long, but 
the longeste one that our party se- 
cured was only twenty-nine inches in 
length. As a trophy for a wall there 
are few heads in Africa more noble 
than that of the waterbuck. 

In all our wanderings, during which 
we saw at least 2,000 waterbuck, we 
found that the does outnumbered the 
males by ten to one and that usually 
in a herd of twenty there would be 
only one big male and one or two 
@mallier ones. We also never saw 
them in water, but usually not a great 
distance from a marsh or stream. 
They were much shyer than the 
hartebeest and zebra, and upon see- 
ing our approach would be the first 
to run away. And by a curious chance 
the does seemed to know that it was 
the buck only that was in danger. 
They would often turn to watch us, 
while the buck himself would keep 
on running until he had put many 
hundreds of yards between himself 
and the threatened danger. Then, and 
then only, would he turn to watch, 
and it usually required careful stalk- 
ing to get within gunshot of him 
again. 

Back the Beauty of Family. 

The doe is not pretty, being thickly 
and clumsily built, with a heavy, un- 
graceful neck, but the buck was like 
a painting by Landseer, noble, grace- 
ful, and beautifully marked with white 
and black on his dark gray coat. 

We didn’t kill many waterbuck, be- 
cause there is no excuse for doing so 
except to secure the heads as trophies. 
The meat is coarse and tough, so that 
even the porters, who seldom draw the 
line at eating anything their teeth can 
penetrate, do not care for waterbuck 
meat except under the stress of great 
hunger. They do like the skin, how- 
ever, for it is of the waterbuck skin 
that their best sandals are made. Con- 
sequently when a waterbuck Is killed 
there is a flerce scramble among the 
porters to secure portions of the hide 
for this purpose. 

The male waterbucks «are savage 
fighters among themselves, and it was 
not uncommon to see big bulls with 
one horn gone or with both horns bad- 
ly broken or marred as a result of the 
jealous struggle for dominance in a 
herd of does. 

The topi is something like the harte- 
beest, but much more beautiful and 
- Much more rare. It is over four feet 
high, with skin of a 4@ark reddish 
brown, with a silklike biuish gray 
floss. On the shoulders and thighs are 
bluish black patches and the forehead

had happened to the lHttle one. It 
Was quite an exciting adventure for 
the little oribi and quite incomprehen- 
sible to the mother that he had 
emerged from the peril so safely. 
Another night I was going out to 
watch for lions. A bait had been placed 
near the tree where I was stationed 
and I ha dsome hopes of seeing if not 
killing a lion. Night had already 
fallen, but there was still a trace of 
twilight in the air as I walked through 
the low scrub trees that lay between 
our camp and the tree, a mile and a 
half away. As I was walking along I 
heard a loud screaming to my left, and, 
looking across, I saw an oribi trying 
to beat off two jackals that had seized 
her young baby oribi.

and nose are blackish brown. The un- 
der parts are bright cinnamon. We 
ran across this beautiful antelope only 
on the Guas Ngishu plateau, although 
it is found in one or two other dis- 
tricts in East Africa. In all our weeks 
ef rambling on the high plains near 
Mount Elgon I think I saw several 
hundred head of topi, always shy and 
quick to take alarm. 


Meat Best of Large Autclopes. 

The meat is the most delicious of 
any of the large antelopes, and the 
skin when properly cared for is as soft 
as kid and as brilliant as watered silk. 
The head is a fine trophy on account 
of its rich coloring rather than be- 
cause of its horns, which are not par- 
ticularly graceful in curve or propor- 
tion, but which are wonderfully ridged. 

I am sure that if I were a beautiful 
topi with a skin like watered silk I 
should be deeply humiliated to be mis- 
taken for a singing sun hat. 

The topi’s nearest relations are the 
sasseby, the tlang, and the korrigum. 
And now you know all about the topi. 
The game ordinance allows the sports- 
man to kill two topi, and the holder of 
a license will work hard to get his two, 
for they are splendid trophies. 

The duiker is another little antelope 
that one meets frequently in the grassy 
places of East Africa. It is smail, with 
dark complexion, and goes through the 
high grass in a way that strongly sug- 
gests the diving of a porpoise at Sea. 
In fact, it gets its Dutch name for that 
reason, “duiker bok,” meaning “diving 
buck” in Dutch. There are a dozen or 
more different species of duikers and 
they may be found scattered all over 
South and East Africa. They are diffi- 
cult to shoot, for their diving habits 
make them a fleeting target, also their 
size, about twenty or thirty pounds in 
weight, makes them a smal) target. 


Dutker Stays to the Last. 
Quite often the little duiker will 
hide in the grass until you have almost 
stepped on him, and then, if he consid- 
ers discovery inevitable, he will spring 
away with his little huddled up back 


rising and disappearing over the grass 


exactly as the porpoise does in the 
water. One day while we were beating 
some tall grass for lions one of the 
porters stepped on a duiker and its 
@harp horns, wishing suddenly, cut 
him on the ankle. The horns of the 
bucks are short and ‘straight, from 
four to six inches long, but most often 
about four and a half inches. 
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It would take an expert mathemati- 
cian to keep track of all the differ- 
ent kinds of duikers, for there’s the 
crowned duiker, the yellow-backed 
duiker, the red duiker, Jentink’s duik,- 
er, Abbott’s duiker, the Itur! red duik- 
er, the black-faced duiker, Alexander's 
duiker, the Ruddy duiker, Weyn’s 
duiker, Johnston’s duiker, Isaac’s duik- 
er, Harvey’s duiker, Roberts’ diuker, 
Leopold's duiker, the white-bellied 
duiker, the bay duiker, the chestnut 
duiker, the white-lipped duiker, Ogil- 
by’s duiker, Brooke’s duiker. Peter's 
duiker, the red-flanked duiker, the 
banded duiker, Walker’s duiker, the 
white-faced duiker, the black duiker, 
Maxwell's duiker, the black-rumped 
duiker, the Uganda duiker, the blue 
duiker, the Nyasa duiker, Hecks’ duik- 
er, the Urori duiker, Erwin’s duiker, 
and, I suppose, a lot more that the 
naturalists have not had time to cata- 
logue. 


Room A-Plenty for Many Others. 


One would assume that with all 
these duikers there would hardly be 
room left in Africa for any other ani- 
mals. But there is. For instance, 
there’s the oribi and the dik-dik, to 
say nothing of the steinbuck and the 
klipspringer. The last named is a 
rock-jumping antelope, the others lit- 
tle grass antelopes, and all of them are 
as pretty and cute as animals can be. 
They are all small, the dik-dik being 
scarcely larger than a rabbit, and they 
are divided into as many subspecies 
as the duiker. A list of the different 
kind of oribi would take up several 
lines of valuable space without convey- 
ing any illuminating intelligence to 
the lay mind. 

We found thousands of oribi on the 
Guas Ngishu plateau. You couldn’t go 
a half a mile in any direction without 
stirring up large family. parties of 
them, and a landscape looked loney un- 
less one could see a few oribi bounding 
over the anthills or rising and falling 
as they leaped through the grass. 
When we first went into the plateau 
the grass was long and the oribi were 
for the most part fleeting streaks of 
yellow over the tops of it, but iater, 
when we came out, the grass had been 
burned and the young, tender grass 
had spread a green carpet over the 
plains. Then the oribi were visible 
everywhere, usually in groups of four 
or six. Also the mamma oribis had 
given birth to bouncing baby oribis, 
and the sight of the littie ones was 
most pleasing to the eyes. 

Experience With Little Ortbi. 

One day I was hot on the trail of a

big waterbuck. The grass was deep 
at that part of the plateau and I was 
pushing rapidly through it. Sudden- 
ly one of my gunbearers, who was be- 
hind, called out and pointed to some- 
thing in the grass. I hurried back, 
and there lay a little oribi only a few 
hours’ old and with big, wondering 
eyes that looked gravely. up at me as I 
bent over it. It was plenty old enough 
to run and could easily have leaped 
away. but there it lay as tight as if 
nothing in the world could make it 
budge. 

The whole thing was as plain as 
could be, and I could almost hear the 
mother of the oribj tell the little one 
when it heard us coming to lie per- 
fectly quiet and not to move the least 
little bit until she came back. Then 
mamma hurried away to cover. The 
little oribi remembered his instruc- 
tions and followed them out to the let- 
ter. Its mamma had told it not to 
move and it hadn't. We looked at it 
a little while and then said goodby and 
went our way. Some place near by an 
anxious mother oribi was watching us 
with her heart in her mouth, no doubt, 
and I’m sure we had not gone many 
yards before she was back to see what 
paid little attention to her and she was 
frantic in her efforts to save her little 
one. 


Jackals Most Despised of Animals. 

It was too dark to see my sights 
plainly, but I shot at both of the jack- 
als and sent them slinking away. I! 
didn’t go over to see if the little oribi 
was still alive, for I was certain that 
it had been killed. If it were dead I 
didn’t want to see it and could not 
help either it or its mother; if it were 
alive its mother could get it safely 
away from the jackals. Since that 
moment I have hated jackals above all 
animals, not even excepting the odious 
hyena, and it is the chief regret of my 
hunting expérience in East Africa that 
I did not kill those two cowardly van- 
dals. 

When the American reader picks up 
his paper and reads that Colonel 
Roosevelt has shot a Uganda cob it is 
quite natural that he should not know 
what kind of a thing a cob is. If the 
colonel was out shooting “singing 
topis” or “singing sun hats,” then why 
should he not also shoot corncobs or 
cob pipes? 

The cob, sometimes spelled kob, how- 
ever, is only an antelope, although a 
graceful and handsome one. It is 
divided into several subspecies which 
live in different parts of the country. 
In one part will be found the large 
cob, almost the size of a waterbuck, 
which is called Mrs. Gray's cob, in 
honor of the wife of one of the former 
keepers in the London zoo; in &nother 
part is the species known as Vaugh- 
an’s cob, and tn still other parts are 
the dusky cob, the puku cob, the lech- 
wi, the Uganda cob, and Buffon's cob. 

It was Lady Constance Stewart-Rich- 
ardson, the remarkable young English 
woman, who is now dancing barefooted 
on the London music stage, who killed 
the record head of this last named 
species in Nigeria. 

Uganda Cob Only One Observed. 

It is of the Uganda cob only that I 
am able to write about from my own 
observation and experience. We found 
them only in one place,-on the banks 
of the Nzola river near Mount Elgon 
and the Uganda border. They never 
were more than 400 or 500 yards from 
the river and could not be driven 
away. If they were startled at one

quickly get back to the river at some 
other point. They seemed to become 
homesick unless they could see the 
river near by. We found them only ina 
short stretch of five or six miles, al- 
though they doubtless are found all 
the way down from the Nzola river 
to Victoria Nyanza. 

The cob is a cuioursly reliable ani- 
mal. He likes one certain place that 
he is accustomed to, and nothing 
can drive him away. If you see him 
there one afternoon you are reason- 
ably certain of coming back the next 
afternoon and seeing him there again. 
Usually they graze in some’ sheltered 
meadow along the river’s edge, and 
for recreation, so far as I could see, 
amuse themselves by seeing how 
many could get on top if one ant hill 
many could get on top of one ant hill 
were literally bristling with cobs, one 
male to each five females, and in 
herds of from thirty to fifty. 

In architecture the cob is nearly 
three feet high at the shoulder, has 
beautiful sweeping horns of a lyrate 
shape, has a white patch around each 
eye, a white belly, and a coat of 
yellow with black on the forelegs. 
There is no handsomer antelope in 
Africa than the Uganda cob, and be- 
cause it is found in such a restricted 
and remote district is accountable for 
the fact that one seldom sees a cob 
head in a collection of horns. Com- 
paratively few sportsmen have killed 
them, although they are not hard to 
kill if one reaches a district where 
they are found. The extreme beauty 
of this antelope led us to secure a 
group of them for the Field museum. 

Reed Buck of Smaller Species. 

The reed buck is another of the 
smaller antelopes that carries a 
beautiful head, and, like nearly all 
of the antelopes, comes in many va- 
rieties,‘ or subspecies. Our own re- 
lations with the reed buck were limit- 
ed to the high altitudes near the 
Mau escarpment and the broad, roll- 
ing, grassy downs along the numer- 
ous streams of the Guas Ngishu pla- 
This subspecies is called the 
ganda race of the Bohor reed buck— 
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wganda Cob Buck. 


sometimes abbreviated to “Bohor.” If 
you say vou've shot a “bohor” you 
will be understood to mean a 0bo- 
hir reed buck. 

You will find the reed buck in the 
tall 
and low places, where he finds good 
cover and good feeding, and also 
you will find him along the low, undu- 
lating grass covered hills near his 
water supply. In the heat of the 
day they are up in the tall grass, 
where they rémain until along in the 
afternoon. They He close, and, if dis- 
covered, will dart off with neck out- 
stretched in such a way ag to make 
it difficult to tell which is male and 
and which is female. 

I have also seen the females use 
every means for protecting their 
lords and masters, standing up be- 
fore them as they lie secreted in the 
grass and seeking to divert the atten- 
tion of the hunter from the bucks 
to themselves. This desire to pro- 
tect the male is common to many of 
the antelope family, and numberless 
times I have seen a band of does at- 
tempt to screen the male and shield 
him from harm. 

Companions Few in His Travels. 

The reed buck never travels in 
large numbers, seldom more than two 
or three, or at most five or six, being 
bunched together. 

We had most of our reed buck ex- 
periences while driving swamp for 
lion. On these occasiong many reed 
buck would be driven out of the coves 
of the reeds and rushes and g° crash- 
ing up slopes leading away from the 
swamp. On one occasion a reed buck 
lay so close that it did not stir until 
one of the beaters was almost upon it, 
when it sprang up, nearly knocking 
him over, and escaped behind the 
skirmish lime of beaters. At other 
times, after the skirmish line appar- 
ently had traversed every foot of a 
swamp, reed buck would spring up 
after the line had passed, thus illus- 
trating how close they can be and 
how effectually they can escape de- 
tection. 

The reed buck has 


short horns, 


reedg and bulrushes of swamps, 


usually between seven and ten inches 
in length, but one of our party secured 
one set of horns ten and a quarter 
inches long—an exceptionally fine 
head. The reed buck’s distinguishing 
characteristic is a sharp whistle, 
which he sounds shrilly when alarmed. 

Another beautiful antelope that we 
met in small numbers on the Tana 
river and on the Guas Ngishu plateau 
was the bush buck, found in thick 
scrub along rivers and also in the 
swamps and wet places. This animal 
belongs to a select little coterie of

highly prized and rare antelopes, all 
of which have the distinguishing 
feature of a spiral horn. 

Bush Buck the Midget Antelope. 

The bush buck is the smallest, and 
is found over nearly all of East Af- 
rica except upon the open plains and 
deserts. The females are of a dark 
chestnut color and the males dark, 
almost black, with white markings on 
the neck and forelegs. A bush buck 
with fifteen-inch horns is considered 
a fine prize, although horns of nine- 
teen inches are on record. 

The other members of the same 
family of spiral horned antelopes are 
the kudu, the lesser kudu, the situ- 
tunga, the nyala, the bongo, and the 
lordly eland, king of all antelopes in 
size. The Kudu is largely protected 
in East Africa, and in my shooting 
experience I was not in a district 
where he was to be found. The same 
was true with respect to the lesser 
kudu. The nyala is a South African 
species and is not to be found in 
British East Africa. The sitttunga is 
a swamp dweller and is found chiefly 
in Uganda and, to my knowledge, in- 
frequently in the East Africa protec- 
torate. 

The bongo is to the white sports- 
man what the North Pole has been 
to explorers for centuries. In all 
records of game shooting there has 
been, until recently, only one white 
man who has killed a bongo, although 
the Wanderobo dwellers of the deep 
forests have killed many. 

Bongo a True Jungle Dweller. 

The bongo lives in the densest part 
of deep forests, can drive his way 
through the worst tangle of vegeta- 
tion, and has a hearing and eyesight 
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piece of good luck I was traveling 
across Victoria Nyanza On one of the 
little steamers that ply the lake. My 
eabin mate was a stoical Englishman 
who told me quite calmly that he had 
just killed a large bull bongo a few 
days befote. He had been visiting 
Lord Delamere and after a few hours 
in the forest had succeded in doing 
what only two white men had done 
before. 

The Englishman who had this good 
luck was George Grey, a brother of 
Sir Edward Grey, one of the present 
cabinet ministers of England. 


Eland Now Specially Guarded, 

The eland is the largest of all an- 
telopes, and we ran across @ few on 
the Tana river and a few on the Guas 
Ngishu plateau. Under the old game 
ordinance the sportsman was allowed 
to kill one bull eland; under the new 
ordinance he is allowed to kill none 
except in certain restricted districts 
and by special license. The eland is as 
big as a bull, with spiral horns and 
beautifully marked skin, and both the 
malg and female carry horns. Those 
of the latter are usually larger and 
slenderer, but the skin of the female 
ig not as handsomely marked as that 
of the male. 

It is hard to get near an eland, but 
as the bull is nearly six feet high at 
the shoulders, it is not especially diffi- 
cult to hit him at 300 yards or more. 
The one I shot was 365 yards away 
and carried beautiful horns twentyv- 
four and one-quarter inches in length. 
The head of the great bull eland makes 
a wonderfully imposing trophy when 
placed in your baronia)] halls. 

In the foregoing list of antelopes I 
have tried to tell a little about the 
types of that class of animal that I 
met in my African travels— in al), 
sixteen species of antelope. My chief 
excuse for doing it is to enable people 
at home to know the difference be- 
tween a topi and a sun hat and be- 
tween a sing-sing and a cob. The 
names of many of the African ante- 
lope family are strange and confusing, 
so that it is little wonder that they 
mystify people in America. There are 
a hundred or more kinds, and no one 
can hope to know them al) unless he 
makes a business of it. 

I have not yet seen the grysbok, or 
the suni or the dibitag, or the lechwi, 
or the aoul, or the gerénuk, or the 
blaauwbok, or the chevrotain, or lots 
of others, but who in the world could 
guess what they were or what they 
looked like, judging only from the 
names?

S. S. Chiye Maru; January 20, 1910.— 
The delight and exhiliaration of our 
days in Yokohama are never to be 
forgotten. Madge and I decided that 
had we read of Japan and studied pic- 
tures of it for a hundred years, we 
could never have found a real idea of 
its fascination. 


The widow, who has been every- 


where, “many time@ before,’ was really | 


peevish upon discovering that our idea 
in visiting Japan was not restricted to 
buying things and having tiffins and 
dinners at the hotels with the beaux. 

To her, our enthusiasm evidently 
struck a note of a? She sniffed 
contemptuously at the fiotion of giv- 
ing Japan more than a sidelong glance 
in @ season when the flowers were not 
in their full glory, and she admonish- 
ed us to wait until we reached Hong 
Kong to get the charm of the east, but 
we did not wait. We got it, even with 
the blast of cold air wlich pierced us 
through in the early gray morning, as 
we peered out of our port into the mists 
to see the famous Fugi rise like a 
phantom, luminous and white, in its 
simple symmetry above the distant 
clouds and the near mountain sides. 

Everything that happened aftur that 
was just a little more charming than 
the last thing. We put on all our furs 
and flannels and hurried up on deck to 
watch things. The Chiyo was met out 
in the middle of the harbor by all sorts 
of launches and tenders, fiying all 
sorts of flags, sending up all sorts of 
shouts of welcome. Japanese bands 
‘were clashing Japanese music through 
the air and Japanese throats were 
shouting “Benzai.” It was all gay and 
gorgeous and was a welcome to the 
Japanese commissioners from _ their 
home folks. 

i wish you could have seen the way 
the little men bowed and bowed and 
-kept on bowing to each other, It was 
very different from their manner 
among Americans, which certainly 
seemed courteous enough, and we won- 
dered how they ever find time between 
greetings to attend to business. 

By and by. things quieted down, 
the Chiyo made her way to the dock 
and we finished with breakfast and 
the inevitable doctor. Then we had 
the new charm of jumping into rick- 
shaws and allowing a wonderful little 
blue-clad man whose mushroom hat 
bobbed .imeessantly before us to trot 
us about the streets of Yokahama. 

We did not find Japan as we expect- 
ed—that is, I did not. To me, it ap- 
peared infinitely more interesting and 
far less pretty than I had fancied. 
There is not so much of that pink-ice 
cream look about it as it’s pictures 
suggest, but a great deal more of the 
weird and curious than I ever imag- 
ined. The colorings are dim and 
crude, rather than delicate or irrides- 
cent, and everything is quaint and 
bizarre. It is funny, too, so funny 
that you laugh at everything you see 
in a delighted, foolish sort of way, 
and you feel, a lilthe time, that you 
must move with great caution or things 
will break away and the dream will 
stop. I was the daughter of Gulliver, 
in a land of Lilliputians, grotesque. 
fantastic Lilliputians—and such dear, 
and precious little things, too. 

Lafcadio Hearn has called Japan an 
elf-land. and that it truly apears. 
The unreality of everything is the 
“most persistent impression, even when 
the strangeness of it begins to disap- 
pear. : 

The skies are pale, flecked with 
pinkish clouds all day long, and you 
feel as if you were really in the land 
where it is always afternoon. The trees 
grow slantwise and have a curious 
way of striking attitudes and twist- 
ing themselves into remarkable con- 
tortions. The homes are, generally 
speaking, scarcely more than good- 
sised cabinets, capped with low heavy 
reofs which look as though they were 
flounced and ruffled with their stone 
and wooden tiles. They extend with 
beautiful curveg at each side and far 
over the center of the frame,in a cosy 
protecting fashion which suggests «a 
great bird hovering over her young. 

In Yokahama a thousand contradic- 
tions in the way of matter-of-fact 
looking buildings and matter-of-fact 
looking people, both looking as if they 
had just landed, are to be seen on all 
sides; but these, along with the tele- 
graph poles and electric street cars, 
merely add that inconsequent touch of 
incongruity which completes the 
dreaminess of it all. 

By the time we reached Yokohama 
the widow had so completely subju- 
gated the Mississippian that she had 
started in upon a reform of his dress 
and they spent a good time together 
selecting and matching socks and

neckties and ordering some new suits, 
from the taflor under her special di- 
rection. The Hong Kong-Californian 
had friends in Yokohama who kept

It seemed to make him rather mis- 
erable to ride in a rickshaw, as it was 
something of an over-fit for him. Hts 
long knees projected far in front of 
him and the little shaw] which they 
use to cover up your feet and lap 
rested across his knees like a table 
napkin. . The wiry little coolie who 
was tugging him along looked so much 
like an ant dragging a grasshopper that 
the sight was a very fascinating one 
to Madge and me, and the Britisher 
seemed decidedly flattered at the fre- 
quent smiles and glances we gave him. 

The three of us went to tea, at sun- 
set, at the Tea House of a Hundred 
Steps and enjoyed an attack of the 
giggles there which threatened to do 
serious damage to the fragile little 
box in which we were entertained. 

You catch your first view of the Tea 
House on the cliff and the hundred 
stone steps, moss grown and dotted 
with ferns and lichens, which led to 
it, through one of the typical pictur- 
esque streets of Yokohama. The 
whole thing looks exactly like a Stage 
setting with a drop scene at the rear, 
but when the actual task of climbing 
up the scenery comes you get @ pant- 
ing realization that the steps are 
cold, hard facts. You look: down on 
the Elf-Town and see it irradiated in 
the gold and copper flood of sunset, 
and Fugi, the great fan shaped moun- 
tain, makes its magical appearance 
suddenly above the clouds; the time 
glowing like a pale pink crystal 
against the sky. 

Breathless and dizzy, we stopped be- 
fore the door of the famous Tea House, 
Or at least the front of the house, 
which opens with< unreserved hospital- 
ity as a sliding screen is thrust aside. 
We were instantly greeted by three 
little Japanese maids, bobbing and 
bowing and capering around us in 
childish glee, who smiled and sucked 
in their breath unctuously, as though 
they were enjoying memories of some 
unspeakably delicious dish. I found 
out later that this indrawing of the 
breath and hissing ts a favorite form 
of courtesy and deference in Japan. 

Before we realized what was being 
done to us the three little women had 
us by the feet and were expeditiously 
encasing our shoes in cotton gaiters, 
then, with many more strange sounds 
of ecstacy and delight, and pleased 
grimances and wonderful bows within 
bows and rubbings of their faces On 
the floor, we were ushered in, feeling 
supernaturally grand. 

We gathered cosily around the open 
fire, which consisted of several red 
coals in a metal box, which was placed 
in the center of the room, and seated 
curselves luxurously on the _ floor, 
curling our feet under in as clever 
an imitation of Japanese elegance as 
we could manage. The Englishman, 
who really seems to be afflicted with 
length of limb, could make no success 
of the effort and stretched himself out 
comfortably, his feet joining the group 
around the fire, but the vest of him 
all off in a lonesome corner. 

We drank tea and ate cakes and 
then took some sake, or wine of rice, 
which our hostess assured us had often 
been called like sherry. She was de- 
lighted with eur compliments when 
we told her it tasted like French salad 
dressing with a dash of spirits in it, 
but I doubt if her use of English Is 
sufficient to lead her to offer this rec- 
ommendation to her next callers. We 
learned afterwards that our hostess 
was one of the famous belles of the 
Orient and the inspiration of various 
poems and songs from gallants in the 
navy. 

We enjoyed ourselves so much and 
sat so long that my feet went to sleep 
and there was great excitement when 
I had to arise and stamp around to 
bring them back to consciousness. My 
behavior seemed to be confusing to 
the Japanese idea of etiquette, but 
was apparently accepted as some 
Strange American custom of express- 
ing pleasure and appreciation and was 
responded to with many abject salaams 
and prostrations, which started us gig- 
gling again. 

Finally, when the expressive adieus 
were going on, we were presented with 
our bill, including the songs which had 
been sung, and the tea, cakes, and 
sake which had been consumed. There 
was no charge for the salaams and 
prostrations, however, .which certainly 
were worth a great deal in the amount 
of entertainment they afforded us. 

Of course, we took a little trip to 
Kamakura, to see the huge statue o! 
Buddha, the Diabutza, which the guide 
book tells you ‘stands alone among 
Japanese works of art.” It undoubt- 
edly, towers above everything else in 
this minature land in a way that is 
wonderfully tmpressive and you feel 
that one brief visit is a ridiculous tri- 
bute to pay to it. You long to return 
to it many times and let it gradually 
work into your thoughts and heart. 

The Diabutza, as you probably know, 
is a colossal bronze statue of Buddha, 
measuring 49 feet in height. If you 
happen to be a “cultured person” you 
will have your ideas of it all arranged 
beforehand and you need only look at 
it and then repeat your impressions of 
other men’s impressions very comfort- 
ably and easily. As for me the sub- 
ject is too large, and I am not cul- 
tured. I can only wonder and long 
to return .again. Certainly, the Dia- 
butza conveys to the mind an immense 
conception of that perfect biand seren-

The 
temple dates back to the end of the 
twelfth century. It is situated on the 
crest of a hill and you see a wonder- 
ful avenue of venerable pines, which 
look as if the years had brought them 
many tragedies and hardships which 
had been endured without the anaes- 
thetic of Buddha’s calm. The avenue 
of pines leads from the seashore all 
the way up the hill, to the temple 
which stands at the head of a flight 
of stone steps. At the base of the 
steps are two minor shrines of gold 
and black, dedicated to the famous 
Yokitamo and the Emperor Nintoku, | 
supposed to be the son of the God of 
War. 

The temple itself was renewed in 
1828, after being destroyed by fire and 
is not, in itself, of the great interest 
of its surroundings. Its red pillars 
and beams and its painted carvings 
of birds and beasts are rich and beau- 
tiful, but—ah, well, Japan is thick with 
temples and there will be time to think 
and talk of them later on. Now, my 
mind and heart are full of the living 
present, watching these interesting lit- 
tle folk and noting their customs and 
appearance. Every moment brings 
something fresh and fascinating to 
the eye. 


HARRIET ADAMS GANAHL, 
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THE TEMPLE IN TOKIO. 


A Sort of Japamese Coney Island Sur- 
rounds the Ancient House of Idols, 
Where the Children Recreate—Busi- 
nuews-Like Method of Taking Receipts 
for Money Given the Gods. 


Tokio, 8S. S. Chiyo Maru, February 19, 
1910.—I had made a virtwous plan to 
get up very early in the morning and 
g0 to Tokio for a whole day, which I 
proposed to pack and jam as full of 
adventures and sights as I possibly 
could. There was an express train 
leaving at half past 7 o’clock, and 
Madge, who flinches at nothing in the 
line of heroic sight-seeing, fell in with 
my strenuous plan gleefully, and 
agreed that the two of us would rush 
upon Tokio and gobble it down in a 
day. 

We reckoned, however, without the 
wonderful widow, who had a change of 
heart at midnight, and informed us 
that she intended to stoop to sight- 
seeing, herself, and join us. So, be- 
fore we knew it, we had our plans 
whisked around and readjusted, and I 
fell asleep in a mild state of wonder 
as to how it all happened, but with a 
conscling realization that, after all, 
our morning’s slumbers would not be 
murdered in the cause of sight-seeing. 

The next morning, however, we made 
the valuable discovery that it im every 
bit as hard to catch a train at 11 as 
at 7 o’clock. When the time to go 
came, the usual excitement and flurry 
came with it. We dashed in haste to 
the widow’s room, to join her, and 
there we discovered her cozily snugged 
up in her blankets and pillows, blink- 
ing languidly at us, complaining of 
the coldness of the morning, and pro- 
testing superbly at the folly of getting 
up in the cold—just to see Tokio. We 
rushed on without her, though she held 
out as to te alluring possibility of 
arousing herself at noon, and taking 
a train in after tiffin. Our crowd again 
dwindled to Madge and me, plus the 
Britisher; who, by the by, seems to 
have changed plans about leaving the 
Chiyo at Yokohama, and now says he

of us. Whether it is Madge, or the 
widow, I can’t make out. 

Thus it happened that our visit to 
Tokio was a brief one; but, as we ex- | 
ercised our self-control and good sense 
by curtailing our program, and limit- 
ing ourselves to a few of the more 
salient and interesting features of the 
place, it was a joyous and delightful 
one, full of wonder and vivid impres- 
sions, which will always retain a dis- 
tinctive charm for us. There were 
many times during the day when I 
wondered if the HEimglishman knew 
where he was. He seemed so ab- 
sorbed in Madge that he appeared to 
take it as an offense when the guide 
interrupted their conversations with 
his bits of information. I found that 
my courtesy in including him in any 
remarks of my own was not appre- 
ciated. So, finally, I devoted myself 
exclusively to the guide, and had the 
best kind of a time asking him ques- 
tions. His very much Japped English 
had almost as great a fascination for 
me as the subjects of his discourse. 

Of course Wwe saw temples. No one 
in Japan is ever allowed to hunger 
and thirst for temples: there are al- 
ways plenty of them, and conscience 
dictates that you should at least make 
a pass at them. It is a very good 
plan, however, to plunge into Murray’s 
guide book, after visiting them, to find 
out all you saw, or, more accurately, 
all you missed seeing for yourself. 
What you will realize, however, will 
be the wonderful effect which the 
combination of minute elaboration, 
and intricate designs and color har- 
monies, with paritonical simplicity, 
presents.

of the quaint little people and their 
curious ways were. 

The patience and courtesy of 
Japs ig not short of amazing. It is 
almost appalling. The whole great 
town was as busy as an ant hill, but 
there was no confusion, no noise or 
roughness, and never a hint at rowdi- 
ness. 

When the rickshaw coolies would 
run into each other there were no 
frowns, no “d—ns;" only patient 
smiles and sometimes a little quiet 
laughter. 

The narrow streets were like follow- 
ing streams of gaily colored humanity. 
Every one was busy; every one seem- 
ed intent and centered upon some 
object, but all were so wonderfully 
quiet and contained that there seemed, 
at times, to be an oppressive mystery 
about it all. 

You feel, in Japan, as if something 
very important ig being hidden from 


the 


you. All is so relentlessly suave, so 
hopelessly pleasant, that you refuse to 
believe in it, and there comes upon you 
a thrilling consciousness of something 
great and dramatic impending—the 
sort of nice-awful feeling which the 
atmosphere of a thunder storm some- 
times gives. These, at least, were the 
impressions which crowded down upon 
us at the close of the day, when our 
silent Mttle human trotters hurried 
us on and on threugh the busy town, 
which in the dim glow of its many 
opalescent lanterns, assumed a more 
weird and fantastic air than ever. 

We saw the mortuary temples of the 
Shoguns, Shiba park and the beautiful 
grounds and castle of the emperor, but 
the feature of our day was our en- 
trance into Toy street, and our visit 
to the Asakusa Temple, dedicated to 
Kwannon, the/Goddess of Mercy. 

If you want to fully enjoy yourself 
in Japan, on no account inform your- 
self of what you are going to see. 
Leave all to the guide, and then, when 
it is all over, and you have a little | 
time to yourself, read about it in your 
guide book. It is charming not to 
know what is going to happen, and to 
let everything come to you as a sur- 
prise. 

Our guide suddenly halted in the 
rickshaw, and directed us to alight. 
We found ourselves in a stream of Jap- 
anese humanity, ranging from small- 
sized grown-ups down to tiniest tots. 
The shops on each side of the street 
were like little booths, gaudy with 
their glittering displays of every sort 
of toy and gee-gaw imaginable. The 
little folks seemed to be bubbling up 
and beuncing for joy; their homely 
little faces, with jetty black eyes peep- 
ing out at you, were radiant with 
pleasure, and the noise of their nu- 
merous merry footsteps made music 
and rythm on the hard pavement. 

The Japs hobble about with their 
feet strapped to wooden sandals, which 
are mounted on narrow blocks at the 
heel and toe, and the clatter which 
their feet make on the paving stones 
is about the noisiest thing you hear 
in their quiet land. 

We felt exactly like giants in. Toy- 
land, and, I assure you, we were a 
great addition to the pleasure of the 
afternoon. Some of the children seemed 
a little afraid of us, but were utterly 
fascinated with us, nevertheless; while 
the bigger, and bolder, ones would 
come up close to us and laugh with 
delight. Almost all of the little girls, 
whe were large enough to run about, 
had little babies strapped on their 
backs. The babies looked as if they 
were being strangled, with their heads 
rolling and lelling about at every step; 
but no one else in Japan saams to 
know when they are uncomfortable, 
and the babies seem rather to prefer 
misery, anyway. 

In the excitement of the crowd, and 
the blushing confusion of finding our- 
selves so admired and surrounded, we 
became separated. The Britisher and 
Madge had dodged into one of the 


had gone on for some distance before 
discovering that all were not together. 
Being prepared for any and everything 
Strange and impossible, [I suffered a 
sudden and acute alarm at missing 
Madge, for fear that the big Britisher 
had really managed to steal her away, 
so [ raised myself on tip-toe, stretched 
Out my neck, and screamed at the top 
of my voice. It was a great success. 
The little people around me were full 
of excitement and dismay, and instant- 
ly the head and shoulders of the Brit- 
isher appeared above the heads of the 
crowd, way down.the street, where he 
waved his hand encouragingly to me. 
The sight of two such towering figures, 
rearing themselves so far above the 
maddening crowd, was too much for 
the children. We were followed and 
watched and swarmed over after that, 
until our progress down the street 
ended at the temple of Kwannon, where 
pleasure and piety coalesce in a truly

engaging way. 

The temple is in the midst of a sort 
of Japanese Coney Island—a holiday 
resort where the middie and lower 
glasses of Japanese go to divert them- 
selves, and pray. 

The Toy street, which leads to the 
temple, is flowing over with children 
every day from 9 in the morning till 5 
in the afternoon; and the temple itself 


seems to be the center about which a 
series of pleasure places and fair, 
grounds have become established It 
is the noisiest spot in Tokio.

Scientist’s Theories - of 
Prehistoric Woman. 


Specimen in: Royal College of 
Surgeons Indicates That Peo- 
ple 600,000 Years Ago Sub- 
sisted on Nuts and Roots. 


Had Massive Jaws. 


London, April 9.—In the museum of 
the Royal College of Surgeons lies @ 
famous skull. Discovered at Gibraltar 
many years ago, it has been agreed to 
be that of a human being of prehis- 
toric times. Many scientists have. ex- 
amined it; many theories regarding 
the owner of it have been propounded. 
For some years past, armed with 4 
new system of intricate measurements 
and with all the resources of modern 
science at his back, Professor A. Keith, 
curator of the museum, has been try- 
ing to lift the vell from the past. 
He has compared the skull minutely 
with those of the people of all nations 
today, and has set it gide by side with 
all other available prehistoric relics. 

In an interview yesterday, discard- 
ing technicalities, Professor Keith 
spoke of his conclusions. “The skull, 
I have little doubt, is that of a wom- 
an,” he said. “From the size of the 
brain, she must have beet shrewd— 
probably a woman, too, of consider- 
able spirit. One can.geckon pretty 
accurately, also, the time at whieh she 
lived. It must have keen at least 600,-

“From tlre jaws and the faet that 
the muscles of mastication were re- 
markably strong it is possible to de- 
duce what this prehistoric woman ate, 
Nuts and roots probably entered very 
largely into her diet. She was In the 
habit of eating things whi required 
a great amount of masticafion before 
much nourishment ce be derived 
from them—hence the unusual] devel- 
opment of the jaw muscles, 

“The Men 600,000 years ago Were, | 
without doubt, long armed. Their legs | 
were short. They had abnormally 
strong, thick necks. It is clear, too, 
I think, that their brains were far 
larger than has previously been con- 
ceded. 

‘It seems reasonably certain, too, 
that they were able to speak to each 
other. From my examination of the 
brain. cavity of the skull, I have been 
able to deduce quite clearly that the 
cells controlling speech were there. 

“This woman lived at a ‘period be- 
fore houses were thought of. Some 
sort of rude shelter must have been 
her abode. And the men of this far 
distant age must have spent most of 
their time roaming about in mobs. 
Probably they were hunters. And I 
should say that they fished, too, 

“The prehistoric woman’s skull indi- 
cates that she had a large nese. Her 
eyes, too, must have been prominent. 
Her palate was one-third larger than 
that of the woman of today.”

He 1s a large affair, and 
sits in lurid splendor within a great 
wire net cage, to the right of the main 
altar, and nearer to the “hoi pollol” 
than the more exclusive Kwannon. He 
is a deep red color, and a very fierce- 
looking individual, whosé complexion 
appeared to ug to be in a very bad 
way. The guide relieved our anxie- 
ties as to his skin troubles, however, 
by explaining that the strange-looking 
bumps, all over his nose and chin and 
cheeks, were prayers; which is to say 
that the people, who request favors of 
him, write out their requests and 
then chew then up into the sort of 
ball—the kind would be impolite to 
mention—and throw them at him. If 
they stick, then, it is a sign that the 
prayers will come true, but, judging 
from the forbidding and angered as- 
pect of his godship, 1 would personal- 
ly, feel easier in my mind to trust him 
to favor those prayers which fail to 
make a hit with him. 

Another custom which made an ap- 
peal to us was the business-like meth- 
ods which the Japanese have adopted 
with their gods and goddess. They 
throw in their coing ang small change 
with great air of recklesg generosity, 
but just a soon as they have finished 
clapping their hands and making their 
prayers, they step around to the left 
of the altar, where a priest gives them 
a receipt for their money, and a check 


that Buddha—or whoever else it may 
chance to be—has a memorandum of 
their requests duly recorded, with 
their names and addresses, to avoid all 
possible mistakes and confusion. 

It was rather interesting te us that 
the guide himself explained these, 
things, with a qufazical, humorous man- 


small stock the educated Japanese 
take in this sort of religion. 

I found out from the guide that the 
street cars in Tokio are run on an im- 
proved Tom Johnson scheme. which 
allows the laboring man to ride to his 
work and back for an absolutely small 
sum, yet permits the street cars to 
make money. Before half-past eight 
in the morning street car tickets, with 
a return trip slip, may be purchased 
for 5 sen, which, in our money, 
amounts to 2% cents. But, after the 
early morning hours, the full fare is 
expected; so, the laboring man gets to 
his work in the morning and returns 
home again in the evening for 2% 
cents, but the ordinary passengers, 
who patronize the cars during the Coy 
are charged a fair price for a ride. It 
struck me that the Japs had worked 
out the problem very prettily. But, 
perhaps, street cars in Japan, like 
everything else, can get along very 
easily without money. 

We left Tokio some time after twi- 
light had fallen, and returned to Yoko- 
hama on the train, with a lot of shout- 
ing, singing, clamorous mugtion boys, 
who had evidently been having a foot- 
ball match in Tokio. The noise and 
bluster of the big white boys was a 
funny and striking contrast to the 
restraint and calm of the yellow race 
we had been among all day, and it 
seemed, somehow, to relieve the strain 
and bring us back te a natural-life- 
like basis again. 

We got back to the Chiyo in time to 
dine with “our crow4.": The widow 
had thawed out at noon and bestirred 
herself to attend to much shopping in 
the afternoon with the Mississippi 
man, who appears to have enough 
socks and ties now to last him for the 
rest of his natural life, and hand down 
to his heirs.

Ntatives had grown so insistent that 
ayresolution was introduced: authoriz- 
ing the committee on rules to sit dur- 
ing the recess for the purpose of revis- 
igg, codifying and simplifying the 
rules of the house.“ Speaker Randall 
was chairman of that committee and 

th him were Alexander H. Stephens 
of Georgia, Blackburn of Kentucky, 
Garfield of Ohio, and Senator Frye of 
Ma.ne, who wag at that time president 
pro tem. of the senate. The commit- 
tee was blocked by Speaker Randall, 
who was always ready with his veto to 
protect the power and authority of the 
speaker. The revision of the commit- 
tee did, however, clear away much an- 
tiquated rubbish. But for the solitary 
objections of Mr. Randall more reforms 
would have been incorporated in the 
rules of the house. The committee at- 
tempted the impossible, first, by includ- 
ing the speaker in its membership, and, 
second, by inaugurating their efforts 
with a ridiculous and vicious rule that 
the report of the committee should be 
unanimous. 


So Mr. Brantley will see that the 
proposition of the Hon. Champ Clark 
to allow the committee on ruies to sit 
during the recess and revise the sys- 
tem was not unprecedented. The dif- 
ficulties of the former committee would 
have been avoided this time by not in- 
cluding the speaker as a member. It 
would have done much to do away with 
“gavel legislation” by the speaker, for, 
as Mr. Fuller says, the power of Can- 
non is too plenary; “it is personal and 
it is legislative. The personality of 
Cannon and the development of the 
function of the committee on rules 
have contributed to build up this pow- 
er.” The Fitgsgerald rules for which 
Mr. Brantley voted, proved to be re- 
forms more in name than in fact. 


The speaker of parliament in Eng- 
land igs a moderator. The committees 
are selected by the house of commons. 
The committees of the United States 
senate are selected by that body. 
Without the ability of either *to ad- 
Vance or suppress, the speaker can 
neither promote nor retard legislation. 
During the first congress the house se- 
lected its own committees by ballot, 
but in 1790 that power ways vested in 
the speaker. At that time, however, 
the appointment of the committees did 
not amount to much. They were mere 
working bodies, not partisan groups, 
and were not packed by the speaker. 
There was no oligarchy composed of 
the. speaker and the chairmen of these 
committees. Not only does he now se- 
lect committees, but he even chooses 
the chairman of each committtee and 
vests the direction of busines in the 
hands of his lieutenants to direct leg- 
islation. Had such partisan and un- 
pardonable tendency developed in our 
early history the house would have 
jealously maintained their right to 
name the committees. For it has come 
to be a fact that although the presi- 
dent might recommend, it is the speak- 
er of the house who absolutely dictates 
legislation, and this officer, as Mr. 
Bryce says, “whom the constitution 
mentions only once and on whom it 
bestows no power, has now secured 
one of the leading parts in the piece 
and can effect the course of legisla- 
tion more than any other single per- 
son.” 


The committee, however, suggested 
by Champ Clark one year ago was not 
committed to the policy of recommend- 
ing the election of committees by the 
house. It may have done so and it 
may not have done go. The election 
of the rules committee was the definite 
proposition at that time, and this prop- 
osition, together with the authority to 
have this committee revise the whole 
system of rules, was the resolution 
voted down by the republicans and 
twenty-three democrats. 


Is not Mr. Brantley in error in 
thinking that Cannonism is only an- 
other name for republicanism?

But though the wind may fail to come 
in March, the blue birds may fail to hunt 
their nests In the hollow stumps and 
the sparrows may fail to hop in the 
fresh-plowed furrow behind the plow- 
man, one thing will not fail—the girls 
will dress prettier and the boys will 
step with a quicker tread, and they, 
the boys and girls, wil] get closer to- 
wether as they saunter to the spring 
from the old church in the country, 
and they will linger there till the old 
tunes are raised and call the congre- | 
gation together, and the cheeks are 
fiushed on the pretty girls and the 
boys look “sheepish” as they enter the 
door conscious of being tardy. 

We have many things to be thank- 
ful. for this spring, and a few things 
that make us not so happy.

These countrymen associate with the 
birds in their daily walks of life, and 
they know the importance, more than 
others, of the preservation of these 
birds. From boyhood to old age the 
countryman is thrown with these birds 
as no others are thrown. They hop 
along the furrows behind his plow and 
twit their little songs from the trees 
and bushes at every end of the row. 
When the plowboys go for water at the 
spring they find pretty birds bathin 
in the water of the pebbly stream, an 
no boy ever felt happier in his life 
than when, tired from work, having 
drank from the spring, he throws him- 
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self down on a mossy, green spot and 
watches the birds flit about him and 
their species. So it is, as plowboys, 
the country lads learn to love the birds 
and to know their usefulness, till a 
charm attaches between the country- 
man and the birds, that lingers down 
to the grave. If you could follow a 
country lad through life, you would 
find him, when old and tottering upon 
sticks, with the same kindly feeling for 
the birds that he had in the days when 
he plowed in the fields and romped 
the woods as a gay and happy boy. 
Perhaps we have grown a MIittle 
cranky on this preservation of the 
birds, for we well know its impor- 
tance. But since our corn began to 
peep through the crust we have been 
so provoked by the crows that we are 
willing for the girls to make a “fad” 
of wearing crow feathers, crow wings 
Or crow anything else. There is but

They linger 
around these farmers from his youth 
down to the grave, and then they sing 
and twit their lays in the trees above , 
him.

Speaking of his experiences 
he says “There are anacondas (giant 
snakes), crocodiles, electric eels, sting 
rays and the perania, a small, deep- 
bodied fish, with razorlike teeth, and 
an unappessable appetite for blood. 
Men unforunate enough to fall into the 
Paraguay, where the perania is most 
prolific, may be picked clean before 
they can be rescued. 

“The anaconda is ubiquitous, moves 
by night and has a weird cry. The 
major’s party killed one 66 feet long,

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and another party reported killing one 
85 feet in length. 

Insects are legion, and render life a 
torture. Mosquitoes are the least of- 
fensive. In s one is covered from 
head to. foot by bees, inside one’s 
clothes and outside, in one’s ears, no 
eyes, hair and mouth, if !t is opened, 
pungent-odored and seeking salt per- 
spiration. Feeding by day under such 
circumstances is out of the question.

RIOTS CAUSED BY ELOPEMENT _ 


OF MOSLEM GIRL WITH CHRISTIAN 


London, April %.—(Special.)—tThe 
elopement of a 15-year-old Mosiem girl 
with a young Bulgarian caused a se- 
rfous riot at Rutschuk recently. Some 
time ago the girl fled from her home 
to her lover, whereupon her parents 
instituted a lawsuit for her recovery. 

The courts decided that as the girl 
was a minor she must return home, 
but this she refused to do. A crowéad 
of friendly townsfolk helped her to 
escape from the police and hid her in 
the house of her lover. The police 
tried to regain possession of her, but 
the crowd prevented the attempt, and 
matters became so threatening that the 
troops of the garrison were summoned 


As the crowd refused to disperse, Gen- 
eral Dimitrieff, the military command- 
er, ordered his men to fire in the air 
This merely had the effect of enraging 
the crowl. Stones were thrown, and 
the general was struck twice. The or- 
der was then given to fire at the riot- 
ers, with the result that fifteen per- 
sons were killed and a very large num- 
ber were wounded. some of them se- 
riously. The troops afterwards cleared 
the streets.
